THE SACRAMEXTO SHOOTER. 

Eugene Palmer Held for 2rial for Firing 
on Flower-Pickers. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 2.— At the 
preliminary examination of Eugene 
Palmer, charged with assault to murder, 
for firing a load of hirdshot into the body 
of a man named Mitchell, who, with his 
wife, was picking flowers on Palmer's 
land. was. held in the Justices' Court at 
Oak Park to-day. He was held to answer 
with bonds fixed at $2000. 

During the progress of the trial evidence 
was produced tending to show that Palmer 
had a grudge against the Central Electric 
Street. Railroad Company, the terminus 
of whose road is in the vicinity of 
his land. It is stated that this grudge 
arose from the cancellation of a pass 
which had been used by Palmer in his 
trips over their lines, and, as during the 
week thousands of people are carried to 
this terminus to enjoy a day's outing in 
the adjoining fields, the primary cause of 
the shooting was to injure the interests of 
the company by preventing people through 
fear from coming to the vicinity. 

Residents at Oak Park are deeply in- 
censed at the action of Palmer in shooting 
at visitors, and it appears that this shoot- 
ing at Mr. Mitchell and bis wife has. by no 
means been the first occurrence of this na- 
ture. 

About a week ago Palmer shot at the 
little son of Secretary of State L. H. Brown, 
who, in company with a gentleman, en- 
tered this same field for the purpose of 
procuring wild flowers. 

It is claimed that the Grand Jury, which 
is now in session, intends to have Palmer's, 
actions in other cases investigated, and it 
will probably result in Palmer's conviction.

SEEKING TO BLOCK ITS PLANS. 



Proceedings to Condemn Rights of 
Way Begun In the County Court, 
at Redwood City. 



REDWOOD CITY, Cal., April 2.-It 
became openly known for the first time to- 
day that the Southern Pacific Company had 
thrown down the gauntlet to all competi- 
tors and was at last aroused to t he necessity 
of building the long contemplated and oft 
promised short line railroad from San Fran- 
cisco south through San Mateo County by 
the bay shore route. 

All things must have a beginning, and it 
was in a quiet manner that three separate 
complaints were filed in the County Re- 
corder's office to : condemn rights of way 
over several parcels of land lying along the 
bay shore line just south of the San Fran- 
cisco boundary. 

The complaints were made out on printed 
forms of uniform style, for use in San 
Mateo County, and are probably only a 
commencement, being brought in the 
Superior Court of San Mateo County by the 
Southern Pacific Company as plaintiff vs. 
the following defendants: 

Pacific Bone, Coiil and Fertilizer Company 
et al.— Strip of land, 395 feet, along shore line, 
bay of San Francisco, being a portion of section 
4, ' township 3 sonth, range 5 west, Mount 
Diablo meridian. 

P. M. Partridge et al.— Three and five-tenths 
acres and seven-tenths of one acre, portions o| 
sections 3 and 4, township 3 south, range 5 
west, along shore line, bay of San Francisco. 

Francis B. Raymond et al.— Four and flfty- 
oae hundredths acres along shore line, bay'oj 
Sap Francisco, near South San Francisco Land 
and Improvement Company's property. 

The land sought to be taken does not in- 
clnde the whole but only a portion of each 



tract, as shown in the complaints filed by 
J. E. Foulds, attorney for plaintiff. 

But behind that small beginning looms 
up the great question, as to the best and 
shortest all-rail route to and from the 
metropolis of the' Pacific Coast, and also 
the important proposition whether the 
first company to use such a route can suc- 
cessfully claim priority, and that no fur- 
ther great public necessity can then be 
shown for a similar route to be devofted to 
railroad purposes. Of course, all that is 
for the members of the legal fraternity to 
decide, but in the meantime the people of 
San Mateo County are actively concerned 
to know that Che first steps have already 
been taken to enter into a competitive 
railroad service, with San Francisco as the 
objective point. From this on it promises 
to be a battle between giants, with the 
Southern Pacific Company on one side and 
the San Francisco and San Joaquin Valley 
Railway, backed by the people of the State 
of California, on the other. 

It would be preposterous to assume that 
railroad builders are not fully alive to the 
tremendous importance of an all-rail over- 
land route leading directly into San Fran- 
cisco. For instance, nearly all residents 
of San Francisco know how jealously every 
approach to Golden Gate Park is guarded 
by the transportation companies, and it is 
equally true that in San Mateo County 
every, approach to the city of San Fran- 
cisco, either along . the bay shore, or 
through the small foothill passes, or along 
the ocean, has been carefully studied out 
and is being closely figured upon. 

The town of San Mateo has been con- 
sidered at times as the junction of a rail- 
road line running south and west to the 
ocean, thence through the great virgin 
redwood belt on the coast side of San 
Mateo County and south to Santa Cruz. 
Redwood City has frequently been men- 
tioned of late as the possible division ter- 
minal of the foothill' road from Saratoga 
in the Santa Clara Valley, thence north 
along the foothills of Santa Clara and San 
Mateo counties to Redwood City. The. 
people are thus prepared for almost any 
move on the railroad chessboard, but 
would gladly welcome a competing road 
with overland connection south. It is 
therefore hoped that this last move by the 
Southern Pacific Company will stir up the 
San Francisco and 8an Joaquin promoters, 
to some quick Work along the peninsula 
and in the Santa Clara Valley. 
• The Southern Pacific Company's com- 
plaint to condemn right of way along the 
bay shore line sets forth that, the plaintiff 
is incorporated . for the purpose, among 
other things, of constructing a single or 
double track steam railroad of a Standard 
gauge, commencing at the county line of 
8an Francisco and running thence in a 
generally southerly direction by the most 
practicable route to San Bruno, in the 
county of San Mateo; that said railroad 
baa been definitely located by the plaintiff

Joseph Churchill identified the dead foot- 
pad as August Anderson, a teamster, who 
had been in his employ. 

There was much other testimony relative 
to the case, and when the evidence was all 
in the jnry retired, and, after deliberating 
a few minutes, returned the verdict re- 
ferred to. : 



SIIIPMEXTS TO THE EAST. 



Increase in the Volume of Fruits, Wines, 
Etc., Sent Out of the Valley. 

SAN JOSE, Cal., April 2.— Shipments of 
fruits, wines, etc., to the East were heavy 
during the past week, and although show- 
ing a slight decrease when compared with 
the corresponding week of last year, the 
shipments for the month show a heavy in- 
crease over those of the same month in any 
previous year. For the quarter ending 
March 81 the shipments were double those 
for the first three months of 1893, and three 
times those of the same period in 1894. 
The total shipments last week were 
1,570,854 pounds, against 1,606,025 pounds 
during the last week of March last year, a 
decrease of 35,780 pounds. 

Thus far in 1895 the overland shipments 
amount to 26,321,215 pounds, against 
14,673,990 pounds for the first quarter 
of 1894 and 8,736,505 pounds in 1893. 
Allowing that the shipments of the 
past three months will be 20 per cent 
of those of the coming year, it is safe 
to estimate the shipments for the year to 
be in excess of 130,000,000 pounds. 

On April 1,1894, the dried fruit remain- 
ing in this valley amounted to less than 
4,000,000 pounds, 90 per cent of which was 
prunes. The estimates of dried fruits now 
iu warehouses and the hands of pack- 
ers is not less than 3,600,000 pounds, 
and therefore the shipment of dried fruits 
for the next three months may be less 
than that of the same time last year. 

The eastbound shipments over the broad 
gauge last week amounted to 1,570,845 
pounds, of which 699,240 pounds were dried 
fruits, the shipment of prunes amounting 
to 517,500 pounds, 

The Eastern shipments on- the narrow 
gauge last week consisted of 163,702 pounds 
of canned and dried fruits, the latter 
amounting to 109,462 pounds.

Methods in Vogue to Swell the 
Expense Accounts of

STATEMENTS MADE UNDER OATH 



The Officers May Possibly Have to 
Answer to an Indictment for 
Perjury. 



SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 2.— There 
will shortly be an investigation instigated 
by the State Board of Examiners, which 
will not only result in a great saving of ex- 
pense to the State, but may implicate sev- 
eral Sheriffs of the various counties on a 
charge of perjury, for falsely swearing to 
the correctness of their monthly state- 
ments. 

It is stated that the intention of the board 
is to call before them one Sheriff from 
each of the political parties in the State to 
firevent any political capital being made 
out of the investigation in subsequent elec- 
tions. Those who have been fixed upon so 
far are R. I. Whelan of San Francisco and 
Calvin *B. White of Alameda, who was 
elected by the Populists. The third party 
to be selected has not as yet been named 
from the many available candidates. 

The agent who has been empowered to 
procure proof against these various county 
officials is bringing many curious transac- 
tions to light. 

The claims of Sheriff Calvin B. White of 
Alameda have also suffered considerable 
curtailment, and the presence of this offi- 
cial will probably be required bofore the 
board. 

In conveying six boys to the Preston 
School of Industry from San Francisco, 
Sheriff Whelan's bill of expense amounted 
to the sum of $77. This has been reduced 
by the Board of Examiners to $?2 50. The 
alleged extra charges were for meals and 
cab transportation. In this caBe the ex- 
pense bill shows that the deputies in 
charge of the boys on returning to San 
Francisco arrived at 7:30 o'clock p. m., and 
a charge of two meals taken on the boat is 
made. 

The board's ag«nt has found that the 
deputies leaving lone at 9 o'clock a, m. 
should have arrived in San Francisco at 
4:10 P. K., and no charge for supper cotdd 
rightfully have been entered on the ex- 
pense bill. In the same account occurs a 
charge of $5 for hotel expenses at lone, and 
it is claimed by this agent that the hotel 
bill at lone was only $2. 

The same official presented a sworn 
statement giving the amount of his ex- 
penses in conveying two insane patients to 
Napa Asylum as $49. This account has 
been reduced by the board to $30 50. 

Another instance of the method used in 
swelling bills is the claim of Sheriff R. I. 
Whelan of San Francisco for conveying F. 
T. Gagan to the Napa Insane Asylum, and 
is as follows:

After passing the investigation of the 
Board of Examiners the claim was reduced 
by them to $1150 and approved for the 
reason that it is impossible, with the press 
of work on hand at present, to enter into 
an extended investigation, although mem- 
bers of the board feel satisfied that greater 
reductions should be made. The form of 
oath attached to the Sheriff's statements is 
as follows: 

R. I. Whelan, Sheriff of San Francisco, be?ng 
duly sworn, deposes and says that the above 
statement is a correct and true account of the 
expenses incurred and the time employed, and 
that the services were actually rendered ana 
the money expended in conveying T. Gagau to 
the Slate Insane Asylum at Napa.

REDWOOD CITY„Cai-, April 2.— Down 
at Stanford University the students in 
economics read about Redwood City in 
gome of their textbooks on municipal gov- 



residences, about which flowers and Bbrub- 
bery add beauty to neatness. The business 
and industries of Redwood City give it a 
larger quota of workingmen than the other 
towns along that side of the bay, and one 
of the distinctive features of the place is 
the exceptionally lfrge proportion of the 
working class who own their own little 
homes. This is the result of the work of 
an old and successful local building and 
loan association. 

The water transportation facilities here 
are of especial interest' now because 
water competition is just being established 
for the first time on a large scale, and be- 
cause railroad freight rates are tumbling 
down. From the bay a deep slough ex- 
tends to within a half-mile of the town, 
and from there Redwood Creek allows tide- 
water to reach through and beyond the 
town. Little sloops and scow-schooners 
have for many years run up to wharves in 
the town at high water, resting in the mud 
at low tide. 

About three months ago Selby Bros, 
organized the Redwood City Navigation 
Company and began running the little 
steamer Tia Juana and barges between the 
town and the city, the time schedules 
being based on the tide tables and not on 
the clock. The railroad has always before 
successfully discouraged water transporta- 
tion from here that was more formidable 
than irregular scow-schooners, but the 
Redwood City Navigation Company seems 
to have come to stay, and extensive water 
traffic is promised. The little steamer has 
been carrying and towing Urge cargoes of

crnmcnt. and professors point to the little 
city a few miles away as a model town. 
That is quite an honor to any place, for 
professors of political economy are sup- 
posed to know wlmt a model town is. 

The interesting feature of Redwood City 
which makes a pattern of it is its way with 
its water and light supply, and it presents 
a lesson to every town and city in America. 

Years ajro, when it was decided to estab- 
lish a water system, the town issued bonds 
and put in the works itself. There is a 
'ready supply of pure artesian water under 
the town, and $25,000 was spent in erecting 
two huge tanks on a lofty framework, put- 
ting in a pumping plant and laying pipes 
through whicu the water was distributed 
by pressure from the tanks. Low rates 
were established, but the profits steadily 
paid off the bonds. Some time aro $10,000 
was fpent in putting up a third and loftier 
tank and otherwise improving the system. 
The town soon owned its water works free 
from debt, and the town treasury received 
a steadily increasing surplus, which went 
into the general fund and was enough to 



wine from the surrounding country, cut- 
ting rates nearly in two. Manager Fred 
Macondray says that the railroad has been 
offering half rates lately on large wine 
shipments, all of which confirms a suspi- 
cion that water is destructive to railroad 
rates. 

The largest tannery on the coast, that of 
the Frank Tanning Company, is located 
here, and its output is steadily growing. 
It employs constantly about 125 men, and 
distributes $75,000 in wages annually. 
Henry Beeger's tannery employs about 
twenty men. 

The town's only debt is $25,000, which 
paid for the fine hew sewer system put in 
two years ago. It is a model one, and is 
provided with automatic flush tanks. 

Another feature of the town, and an- 
other evidence of its enterprise, is the mag- 
nificent new school building, just com- 
pleted at a cost of $60,000. It isliandsome 
in design, replete with modern equipment, 
and excels any school building to be found 
in any town of the size in the State. 

On top of this enterprise and progress 



LOS ANGELES, Cai., April 2.— The 
Grand Lodge of the A. O. V. W. of Cali- 
fornia commenced Rs sixteenth annual 
session this morning, at 10 o'clock, at 
Maccabee Hall, Grand Master John W.

granted for a nominal sum; states that 
some lodges fail to report suspended mem- 
bers; recommends, that medical examiners

keep up the streets, and all this time the 
town had remarkably cheap water and no 
muss with a water company. 

The water surplus and other funds were 
about two years ago large enough to en- 
able the town to put in an electric-lighting 
plant, which was done. The town is 
lighted with about forty arc lights, and a 
few private consumers are cheaply supplied 
with lamps. 

a The engines that pump the water run 
the dynamos, and both the power 
machinery and the operations of both the 
light and water systems are wholly cared 
for by one man and a chunk of a boy, and 
Redwood City is an enterprising county 
seat with 2500 inhabitants. 

The water rates are $1 a month for each 
family of whatever size, with 25 cents a 
month for a bathtub, and other small extra 
charges for lawns, etc. Large consumers 
are supplied at from 20 to 30 cents per 1000 
gallons. At these remarkably low rates, 
with no interest to pay and with economy 
of operation, the receipts average about 
$650 a month, and the net profit from both 
water and light systems approximates $200 
a month. No wonder political economists 
point to Redwood City. 

This pretty town, the county seat of San 
Mateo County, which spreads about among 
the live oaks one and a half miles from the 
bay shore and twenty-nine miles south of 
San Francisco, has other features of interest 
and is doing some things worth reading 
about. 

Its natural situation Is very fortunate. 
The country about it is rich and beautiful, 
being part of that magnificent park with 
which nature has flanked ■ the sheltered 
western side of the bay. The valley plain 
stretches awav.td the north aud south and 
a mile and a half westward to. the foothills. 
Spreading oaks and pretty homes dot the 
plain that rests under smiling skies. The 
foothills roll upward to the view clad in 
beauty, and above and beyond them the 
darker mountains tower to where their 
lofty redwoods stand out against the sky. 
Like the rest of this bay region it is all an 
ideal place of ideal homes; about here, too, 
homes arc to soon rapidly multiply. The 
town itself presents many long streets 
ined with cottages and' more pretentious 



' has come the valley road, and the general 
thrill of life that has tonched the whole 
, State. Redwood City feels its pulse quicken 
[ and is just realizing that a new life is at 
hand. The leading men are all awake, and 
nowhere in San Mateo County is the pro- 
jected boulevard more warmly supported. 
Two of the members of the preliminary 
boulevard committee of Eve are Superior 
Judge George N. Buck and Attorney 
George C. Ross of this place. 

The Bank of San Mateo County, of 
which J. L. Ross is president, hasapaid-np 
capital of $110,000 and over $200,000' of de- 
posits. P. P. Chamberlain, who is a large 
merchant and who has been Treasurer of 
the county for nearly twenty years, is one 
of the bank officials. 

Some of the finest educational institu- 
tions of the coast are close to Redwood 
City. Stanford University is but five 
miles away, and closer still, to the south, 
the great Catholic Theological Seminary at 
Menlo Park, which is to cost $2,000,000, is 
rapidly progressing. The convent of Notre 
Dame is in this town, and the widely 
known Belmont School is a short distance 
to the north. 

Tne town supports a free reading-room, 
four churches, andja large number of pros- 
perous fraternal organixations. It has two 
bright and influential papers, the Democrat 
and the Times-Gazette. 

The Town Trustees, who are now doing 
much for the place, are: Alexander 
Gordon, Henry Bceger. (ieorge H. Rice, 
John Christ and Robert Brown. A. L. 
Fulton of the Fulton and Ross Lumber 
Company, ex-Judge Fitz pat rick and Editor 
Crow of the Democrat are among the citi- 
zens who are now foremost in public 
enterprises. 

One thing which Redwood City needs in 
I common with the other bay towns is 
t cheaper fares and quicker and more con- 
i yenient access to the city, for, in spite of its 
I growing business interests, the future of 
| the town and the region is that of a place 
of suburban residence. So the vallev road 
is enthusiastically welcomed with the 
brighter future that is just dawning.

MARYSVILLE, Cax., April 2—The 
reports that came in yesterday and last 
night to the effect that one and sometimes 
two strangers, one of whom looked 
like t he missing train-robber and murderer 
of Sheriff Bogard, had been seen on the 
Feather River in a boat and had come out 
to a rancher's place to get something to eat;

Detective Thacker and the Tailroad offi- 
cials have been scouring the country, and 
to-night each and every little stream and 
slough are watched by armed men. 

At 6 o'clock this evening a man came to 
town and reported that he had seen a 
mysterious personage in the brush, below 
town, on the east side of Feather River:*- 

He acted so suspiciously that the observer 
deemed it his duty to inform the officers. 
Several men are now in ambush awaiting 
the coming of the stranger. 

Further information received to-day 
leaves little doubt but there were two more 
robbers and that they matle for the river 
on wheels immediately after the crime. 

One or two farmhands saw them and 
Mrs. Larra bee gave them several cups of 
coffee and noticed their excitement. 

BURIAL OF SHERIFF BOGARD. 

Interment of the Victim of the Train- 
Robber at Red Bluff. 

RED BLUFF, Cal., April 2. — The 
funeral of the late Sheriff Bogard, who was 
killed by the bandits in the late train-rob- 
bery, took place from the Presbyterian 
church to-day. 

The funeral was under the auspices of 
the Masonic fraternity, of which he 
was a member. The services were at- 
tended by a great many people, more 
being present than could get into the 
church. The funeral procession was the 
longest that ever went out of Red Bluff.

Secures Money on the Plea That It 
Is to Be Used in Building; 
a Church. 

VANCOUVER, B. C., April " 2. — A 
"chain" swindle has just been unearthed 
here. A young man named A. R. Jack 
son, living in South Vancouver, a suburb 
of this city, sent a number of circulars to 
persons in Eastern Canada, asking them 
to send him 10 cents to assist in building 
a church and to continue the chain by 
writing two similar letters to other per- 
sons. Jackson described himself as secre- 
tary of Lawndale Relief Association, and 
set forth that the people in that settle- 
ment were very poor, their property hav- 
ing been damaged by the recent Fraser 
River flood. 

One of the circulars was sent to Rev. Mr. 
Thompson, a Methodist minister in the 
neighborhood, and he handed the matter 
to the police. They visited Lawndale and 
found it to be a "boom townsite" in the 
bush, the town consisting of just two 
shacks, one occupied by Jackson and the 
other by a Chinaman. 

Jackson confessed to having been the 
author of the letters and having obtained 
money for himself, stating that- the story 
of the noted "stamp" chain had suggested 
the scheme. The Postmaster says he has 
received a heavy mail for some time past, 
and a large number of persons are be- 
lieved to have been victimized. 



BATES BIGAMY TRIAL. 

Peculiar Complication* in a Case in a 
British Columbian Court. 

VANCOUVER, B. C, April 2.— The 
Bates bigamy case came up in court to-day, 
and from the evidence given it seems the 
second wife of Bates was Josephine Dau- 
phin, the wife of General Dauphin of the 
extinct Louisiana Lottery Company, as 
mentioned in previous dispatches. Maxi- 
milian Dauphin, son of the general and 
Josephine Dauphin, deposed that he 
was born in New Orleans, but did not re- 
member his father, his parents having 
separated. He gave evidence concerning 
his mother's marriage to Bates in 1886 in 
Victoria. 

Mrs. Struthe's testified to her marriage 
with Bates in New Westminster, and stated 
she never asked the minister's name, and 
that since the ceremony Bates had told her 
it was a mock marriage. . 

Mrs. Dauphin is here, but it is stated 
that she will refuse to testify, as her evi- 
dence my criminate herself, since she 
married Bates while Dauphin was alive. 

PRESCOTT 3IISE- FXPLOSIOX. 

Tliree Men Injured and Two May. Have 
Been Killed. ' ■ 

PRESCOTT, A. T., April.2.— There was 
a terrific explosion of 100 -pdunds of giant, 
powder in the Ohio mine of the Mescal 
Mining and Milling. Company late'this. 
afternoon. .•* •• • 

The mine is located nine, miles from 
Prescott and the . particulars are meager, 
as the courier left immediately after the 
explosion to secure medical aid for the five 
men who were working'in .the drift where 
the powder was stored. 

Three men had been rescued seriously 
injured, James Nen-lin, the foreman of. the 
mine, being the most seriously injured-.' 

The explosion caused a cave of one hun- 
dred or more tons' of rock, and whether the 
other two men wer? killed and buried be- 
neath the debris or in the drift behind the 
cave-in of rock could not be determined 
when the messenger left.

POPULISTS ABE NOT "IN IT." 



Even in Missouri the Ground Gained 
at the Congressional Election 
Is Easily Held. 



CHICAGO, III., April 2.-At 10 o'clock 
the returns from the municipal election in- 
dicate that the Republicans obtained a 
complete victory, electing George R. Swift, 
their candidate for Mayor, by a plurality 
close to 40,000 ; 820 precincts out of a total 
of 938 give Swift 126,165 and Wenter 88,000. 
In addition to the Mayor, the Republicans 
have, the returns indicate, elected their 
candidates for Assessor, Collector, Super- 
visors and Town Clerk in all the towns, 
making a clean sweep of all the town 
offices. 

Of the Aldermen the Republicans have 
certainly elected sixteen out of a total of 
thirty-four and claim that they have fully 
thirty Aldermen, but this is doubtful, the 
Democrats claiming at least ten of them - 
Frank Lawler, the ex-Congressman, who 
ran as an Independent in the Nineteenth 
Ward, is elected by a good majority. The 
proposition to put the police and all other 
city officials under civil service rules and 
extend the mayoralty term to four years 
has undoubtedly been carried by a major- 
ity very close to that obtained by Swift. 
The returns on this vote are coming in 
very slowly, but the vote as far as it has 
been shown is about the same proportion 
as that of the party vote for Mayor. 
* At the last mayoralty election, when 
Mayor Hopkins was elected to till the un- 
expired term of Mayor Harrison, the Dem- 
ocratic plurality was 1291. At the last 
State election from the same wards the 
plurality of Wolff (R.), candidate for State 
Treasurer, over Claggett (D.). was 44,085. 

At midnight no figures had been re- 
ceived to change the estimate of the result 
made at 10 o'clock. The later returns 
show that George Trade (D.), candidate 
for City Attorney, is running far ahead of 
his ticket and he has an excellent chance 
of election against West(R.), who is being 
scratched unmercifully. Democratic Al- 
dermen have been elected in the Sixth, 
Ninth, Eighteenth and Twenty-seventh 
wards, while the Republicans have cer- 
tainly secured twenty Aldermen. Returns 
from other wards are not sufficiently defi- 
nite to determine the result with accuracy. 
Alderman John McGillen of the Tweuty- 
iirst Ward, credited with being the father 
of "boodle" ordinances, was buried deeply. 

The civil service rule has been carried by 
a heavy majority, probably by 20,000. 

Reform seems to have been the spirit of 
the balloting. All persons concerned say 
that the election was the moat orderly 
ever known in the city. The policemen 
detailed to guard the polling-places had 
ratiier an easy time of it. In a few in- 
stances factions had differences, but they 
were settled out of court in the greater 
number of cases. In the stockyards dis 
tricts there was hardly a trace of excite- 
ment. 

A serious shooting affray at 78 Oak 
street, in the Twenty-third Ward, resulted 
from an election wager, but was not re- 
garded as an election-day feature. 

In the State so far as heard from the fol- 
lowing are the results: 

In Moline the People's party gets the 
Mayor, six out of eight Aldermen and the 
remainder of the ticket. 

In Rock Island the Republicans secure 
all but the County Clerk and two Alder- 
men. 

In Peoria the Republicans elect all the 
township ticket except Collector. 

In Springfield the Democrats swept 
everything but two Aldermen. 

In Quincy the Democrats get the Mayor 
and probably all the Citv Council. 

CHICAGO, III., April 3.— At 2:30 A. M. 
complete returns on the Mayoralty ticket 
show: Swift 143,116. Wenter 102,187, 
Holmes (Pop.) 12,410; Swift's plurality, 
28.520. The civil service measure has been 
adopted by a majority of 57,504.

CINCINNATI, Ohio April 2. -The 
women of Ohio, who yesterday for 
the first time took part in an elec- 
tion, being -permitted to vote for 
members of the School Board, mani- 
fested unusual interest in most places.

Their influence was largely in favor of the 
Republican candidates. In London the 
women handsomely defeated both Repub- 
lican and Democratic tickets.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 2.-Wiscon- 
sih elected a Justice of the Supreme Court 
to succeed JuBtice Winslow, who was the 
candidate of the bar. His opponent was 
Judge George B. Clernentson, also a candi- 
date on a general ticket, as no party nomi- 
nations were made. While the contest 
was therefore nominally non-partisan 
party lines were to some extent drawn, 
as Winslow was a Democrat and Clement- 
son a Republican. The vote throughout 
the State, with the slight returns at hand, 
indicate the election of Clernentson. Wall- 
ber (R.) is re-elected Judge of the Munici- 
pal Court over Nye (I.), by 8000 to 10,000. 
: Republicans have elected Mayors in the 
following cities: Ashland, River Falls, 
pelevan, Columbus, Marshfield, Mauston, 
Sparta, Wauhaca, Black River Falls.

The women took an unusual in- 
terest, fighting desperately for prohibition, 
which was the main issue. 

TOPEKA, Kass., April 2.— The entire 
Republican ticket, headed by C. A. Fel- 
lows for Mayor, is elected by over a two- 
thirds vote. 

WICHITA, Kans., April 2.— The entire 
Republican ticket, with the exception of 
one Councilman, was elected by an esti- 
mated majority of 8000 over a fusion of 
Democrats.

BETCBXS IX XEBBASKA. 

Party Lines Itrnun. but Populists Fail 
to Shout Strength. 
OMAHA, Nebb., April 2.— Specials to 
the Bee from all parts of the State on mu- 
nicipal elections show that party lines have 
not been drawn in municipal elections in 
Nebraska in many cases, but when they 
were Republicans won. except at Hastings 
and Plattsmouth, where Democrats carried 
the day.

Bishop Whitney made a short speech in 
explanation of his remarks last week and 
then Roberts, who was to make the closing 
speech, was recognized and made a mas- 
terly speech against the pending measure.

VENEZUELA'S CUNNING. 



Right to the Territory Is Now 
Disputed by Great 
Britain. 



DIPLOMATIC QUESTIONS ARISE. 



There Is a Prospect of a Great 
Struggle for This Vast Rich 
Country. 



FARIBAULT, Mijtn., April 2.— Donald 
Grant, a wealthy contractor of this city, 
W. H. Fisher, late manager of the Duluth 
and Winnipeg Railroad, and J. A. Bow- 
man of Grand Rapids, Mich., banker, have 
just returned from Venezuela, where they 
obtained a concession of land at the month 
of the Orinoco, running 125 miles south, 
and from fifteen to fifty miles east and 
west. It is rich in minerals, mahogany, 
rosewood and dye woods. They also have 
the right to mine asphalt on a small island 
near Trinidad. The syndicate will invest a 
good deal of capital in working the con- 
cessions, and Mr. Fisher is to be the 
manager. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 2.-There 
is a good deal more in the news from Fari- 
bault of the grant of a concession by Vene- 
zuela at the mouth of the Orinoco than is 
indicated in the dispatch. This concession 
may become more or less famous in the 
history of the diplomacy of the United 
States and Great Britain. The concession 
is well calculated to bring to an acute 
stage the most troublesome diplomatic 
questions before the State Department, 
and one which, as exclusively stated here- 
tofore in Associated Press dispatches, has 
caused the administration more real con- 
cern than the Allianca affair, the late 
Guatemalan-Mexican dispute, and other 
international episodes. 

The concession is In the heart of the 
territory long in dispute between Vene- 
zuela and Great Britain, and Embassador 
Bayard for some time has vainly s'riven, in 
accordance with a resolution recently 
adopted by Congress, to persuade Great 
Britain to submit the whole dispute to 
arbitration, Great Britain being willing 
only to arbitrate beyond what is known as 
the Schomberg line. There have been in- 
timations that the administration, in the 
event of physical conflict over the disputed 
lands, might deem it necessary, in the 
enforcement of the Monroe doctrine, to 
follow up the moral aid it has tendered to 
Venezuela with more substantial assist- 
ance. The fact that citizens of the United 
States by .this concession are thrust, so to 
speak, between Great Britain and the 
United States, considerably increases the 
measure of this Government's responsi- 
bility. 

Senor Andreade, the Venezuelan Minis- 
ter at Washington, says he has no official 
confirmation of the grant, but admits he 
does not doubt its correctness, as it is in 
line with reports that such concession is 
the vital point of conflict between Great 
Britain and Venezuela. The Orinoco is the 
great commercial river of Soutn Amer- 
ica, running far inland through Venezuela, 
Brazil and other countries. Whoever con- 
trols the mouth of the river will control 
this great commerce. Great Britain has 
taken possession of Punta Barina, the 
mouth of which is to the Orinoco what 
the island of Gibraltar is to the Mediterra- 
nean. She has also equipped a naval sta- 
tion on Trinidad Island, just off the mouth. 
Her claims embrace both banks of the 
stream at the mouth. It is part of this 
important strategic territory that Vene- 
zuela now grants to United States citi- 
zens. 

The concession near Trinidad Island is 
believed to be the island of Patos. It is 
very near to the British naval, station and 
particularly rich in asphalt. The present 
concession is the most emphatic declara- 
tion of ownership Venezuela has made 
since 1884. In that year a concession was 
made to Messrs. Fitzgerald and Turnbull, 
citizens of the United States, of part of this 
Orinuco territory. It was about to be 
operated by a United States commission as 
the Manoa Company, when Great Britain 
entered such an emphatic protest that 
Venezuela canceled the concession. Since 
the conflict between Great Britain and 
Venzeneia has waged through diplomatic 
Channels. Now Venezuela reasserts her 
rights and turns them over to United 
States citizens. 

The interesting question thus arises: 
"What steps will now be taken byOCngland 
to assert htr claims?" and "Will it en- 
deavor to prevent the United States syndi- 
cate from operating its concessions?" 



REnvCIXG GRALX RATES. 

Shipment, to the Atlantic Seaboard at 
Very Lore Bates. 
CHICAGO, III.. April 2— East-bound 
grain rates were in no better shape to-day 
than yesterdav. As predicted, the Michi- 
gan Central came out with a tariff based 
on 12 cents from Chicaeo to New York. 
All other lines are making the same rate 
as the Grand Trunk and Michigan Central, 
although none of them have gone through 
the formality of getting out a rate sheet. 
The Board of Trade being closed to-day 
because of the local election, there were no 
important shipments of grain made and 
the Tate of 12 cents was not cut. but it is 
highly probable it will be reduced before 
the season of lake navigation opens. The 
roads must take grain for what they can 
get as there is no heavy rush of grain- 
shippers even at the present low figures. 
Many shippers believe that by holding off 
for a few weeks they will be able to get 
their grain East at 10 cents. There is very 
little in it for the railroads even now, and 
some of them will tight hard against put- 
ting the rate as low as 10 cents. 

TRIAL OF TBE TAYLORS. 

It Is Believed That Two of the Jurors 
Have Been Bribed. 

CARROLLTON, Mo., April 2.— Sheriff 
Stanley received to-day a telegram from 
Governor W. J. Stone which reads: "Do 
you apprehend mob violence against Tay- 
lor in any contingency? If so, advise 
fully.". Sheriff Stanley replied: "Appre- 
hend no trouble now. Will advise you 
fully later." 

The opinion is so strong now that the 
verdict will be for conviction that the talk 
of mob violence has quieted. There is no 
doubt, however, that a verdict of ac- 
quittal would inflame the public, perhaps 
to a dangerous pitch. 

When the court met after supper Pr6se- 



cuting Attorney Bresnehan made the clos- 
ing speech of the trial and the case went 
to the jury at 9:30 o'clock to-night. It is 
not expected a verdict will be rendered be- 
fore morning. A rumor reached here from 
the country, carried by a messenger to 
one of the attorneys, that two members of 
the jury had been bribed. The attorney 
who .received this rumor says it is not iar 
from the truth. _

The accused waived examination 
and was ordered held to await the action 
of the Grand Jury. She was at once taken 
to the County Jail. Mr. Williams was re- 
leased to-day by order of the Coroner, and 
the little daughter Annie was placed in the 
care of a friend of the family. 

Mrs. Williams seems to have entertained 
the most bitter enmity toward ber hus- 
band, and says the only reason she can 
give for murdering her children is that she 
did not want them to suffer at the hands of 
their father as she had suffered.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 2.— Sen- 
sational charges are being made in the 
trial of the suit of the estate of William M. 
Ruhk against the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of New York, which is in pro- 
gress in the United States court. 

Runk, who was a member of the firm of 
Darlington <fc Runk, had become heavily 
involved through stock speculation and in 
February, 1892, he committed suicide. He 
was carrying from $450,000 to $500,000 life 
insurance, of which $50,000 was in the 
Mutual company. The defendant claims 
that he had increased his line from $300,000 
to $.500,000 so that his stealing could be 
made good after his death. 

The insurance company avers that Runk 
was insolvent to the extent of $350,000; 
that be had embezzled $90,000 from his 
firm and $80,000 from the City Mission, of 
which he is treasurer, and owed $130,000 to 
a lady who had trusted him because of his 
business standing. A number of business 
men and stockbrokers were Called by the 
defense to-day in reference to Runk's 
heavy loans and his stock transactions in 
margins both in this city and New York. 
The trial will be resumed to-morrow. 



STROXG IS D E TER MIXED. 
Insists on Eemoeing Republican Police 



NEW YORK. N. Y„ April 2,-Mayor 
Strong has invited Edward Mitchell Jr. to 
become a Police Commissioner, and Mr. 
Mitchell now has the question unaer con-

The statement is published to-day that 
Governor Morton sent to Mayor Strong a 
verbal reply to the latter's letter announc- 
ing his determination to remove Police 
Commissioners Murray and Kerwin in sub- 
stance as follows: 

"If you remove the Republican Police 
Commissioners you will endanger not only 
all reform legislation, but the future of the 
Republicans in the. State,"

Mayor Strong Says Pointed Thing* in Bit 
Message to the Aldermen. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 2.— Mayor 
Strong sent a message to the Board of 
Aldermen to-day showing the financial 
condition of the city. He said there was a 
big excess in the budget over previous 
years and alleged that this was due to a 
system of financial jugglery practiced by 
previous administrations. 

This was evident particularly in the 
park department, he said, where a million 
dollars was expended under the guise of 
helping men who were out of work. The 
Mayor said. that every technical subterfuge 
was adopted by the previous administra- 
tion to dodge the issuing of bonds in order 
to force this duty upon the administration 
of 1895. -' '._ 

GUILTY OF MAXY CRIMES. 

Members of a Gang of Murderers and 
Bobbers Landed in Jail. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 2.— Half a 
dozen members of the worst gang of mur- 
derers and robbers ever . known in Ala- 
bama are in jail to-night -as the result of 
the confession of Leo Harris, who is 
charged with murdering Pleasant Merri- 
' weather, a suburban grocer, with a 
hatchet and robbing his store a few nights 
ago. John Webb, one of this, gang, was 
fatally shot while resisting arrest. 

According to Harris' confession, he and 
his pals are responsible for the murder and 
robbery of James F. Thornton, a Birming- 
ham grocer, in December; the murder of 



CHICAGO, III., April 2.— One of Chi- 
cago's landmarks, the old Grand Pacific 
Hotel, one of the most famous institutions 
of its kind in the United States, is to be 
abandoned. The hotel was built just be- 
fore the great fire Of 1871, and it was ready 
to receive its furnishings when the flames 
swept it away. It was quickly rebuUt, and 
has ever since been one of the city's lead- 
ing hotels. It has been the headquarters 
of the Republicans of Illinois for over 
twenty years, and during national conven- 
tions was the place where the leading men 
of the party met and did mucraof the "fine 
work" that controlled the nominations. In 
its time it has perhaps Sheltered more men 
of national and world-wide note than any 
other Chicago hotel. 

The Grand Pacific was famed for its ban- 
quets. The game dinners which Mine 
Host Drake gave annually to his friends 
through so many years were always largely 
attended by well-known residents and 
notables from abroad. 

More conventions and banquets have 
been held in the old hotel than in all the 
other local hotels combined. It is not 
quite certain as yet to what use the prop- 
erty will be put. A new hotel may be 
opened, but the chances are that it will 
become a business block. It was managed 
by Drake, Parker <fe Co. 

Removal of a Postmaster. 

IRONWOOD, Mich, April 2.— Frank A. 
Healey, Postmaster at Ironwood, has been 
ordered removed by President Cleveland. 
Healey thinks the cause was his connec- 
tion with the State -officers' salary amend- 
ment frauds. Healy was chairman of the 
Gogebic County election canvassers, and 
altered the Gogebic County sheets in the 
Attorney-General's office at Lansing, sup- 
posing, as he afterward swore, it was his 
duty to correct them. Warner Goodland 
has been appointed Postmaster to succeed 
Healey. _- . 

Coke- Workers Excited. 

UNIONTOWN, Pa., April 2.— The coke- 
workers were greatly excited to-day when 
informed that the rents of the companies' 
houses had been advanced from 30 to 40 
per cent, and there is talk of a general 
strike. The men claim the advance of 14 
per cent, which went into effect yesterday, 
was only a ruse to prevent the strike, and 
they will not be benefited in the least by 
it. A convention will be held to-morrow 
to consider the matter. 

Wages of All Reduced. 

MARQUETTE. Mich., April 2.— The 
Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic Rail- 
way Company gave notice to-day of a re- 
duction of wages of all employes receiving 
over $65 per month, from and including 
the general manager down. 



MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 2.-Attor- 
ney-General M. L. Malone of Illinois has 
issued leave for the United States Circuit 
Court for Northern Illinois to begin an in- 
tervening suit in the action of the Farmers' 
Loan and Trust Company against the 
Chicago and Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company to foreclose on a mortgage 
secured by $30,000,000 bonds with a view of 
showing that the loan and trust company 
has failed to comply with the law of Illi- 
nois, which requires trust companies to 
place on deposit with the State certain 
funds as security, and therefore had no 
valid mortgage on the property which it 
desires to foreclose. 

The petitions and briefs arrived in Mil- 
waukee to-day. The petitiou, after de- 
scribing the property covered by the trust 
company's mortgage and the lease by the 
Wisconsin Central, goes on to say the loan 
and trust company proposes to buy in the 
property and operate the road for its own 
interest. It is then alleged that the 
Farmers'JLoan and Trust Company has 
been doing business in defiance of the 
Illinois State laws; that the trust deed held 
by the company was void and that the 
institution and prosecution of the suit 
for the foreclosure recently begun 
was in violation of the statutes 
of the State of Illinois and unlawful ; that 
the trust company has persistently vio- 
lated the statutes of Illinois, executing 
other trusts; that, it was engaged in such 
business in the State, and for the purpose 
of evading the law has forborne to appoint 
any agent within the State upon whom 
service by process could be made; that un- 
less the State of Illinois could intervene in 
the foreclosure suit begun by the loan 
and trust company it had no remedy to 
prevent such violations of the law. 

It is then asked that the trust deed of 
the company be declared void, and that 
the company be enjoined from proceeding 
with its suit for the foreclosure. 



JOBSSOS- APPLIES TBE MATCB. 

Fires Started in the Big Bessemer Steel 
Mills. 

LORAIN E, Ohio, April 2. -The fires 
were started last night in the big steel- 
mills of Johnson & Co. of this place, the 
construction of which was begun nine 
months ago. This was simply a test of the 
gigantic furnace, which is to convert pig- 
iron into Bessemer steel. A large crowd 
was in attendance and ex-Congressman 
Tom L. Johnson, the president of the com- 
pany, applied the match. The test was 
successful, ten tons of steel being poured 
from the blast this morning. The ma- 
chinery Will be set in place as soon as 
possible and the remainder of the plant 
put in operation. 

FIRE IX IV ASYEVM. 



Terrible Shrieks of the Inmates as They 
Called for Assistance. 

NEWARK, Ohio, April 2.— The insane 
department of the Licking County Infirm- 
ary burned to-day. The wild shrieks of 
the inmates as they called for assistance 
were terrible. About thirty insane persons, 
men and women, were confined in the 
building. All were rescued and removed 
to the main building, where they were pro- 
vided with comfortable quarters. One of 
the female inmates dashed through the 
flames and took refuge on the roof of a 
porch and was rescued with great diffi- 
culty. The pecuniary loss is small. 

Train Bobbery a Capital Offense. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April ^-Gov- 
ernor Stone to-day approved a House bill 
under which train-robbing is made a 
capital effense, should the jury decide to 
inflict so: serious a punishment. The 
penalty ranges from hanging to imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary,

Mexico and Guatemala 
Enter Into a Little 
Agreement. 



DEMANDS TO BE SETTLED. 



Of Course the Weaker Coun- 
try Will Have to Pay 
Heavy Indemnity. 



TERMS OF THE COMPROMISE. 



An Understanding Which Puts an 
End to the Preparations for 
Hostilities. 



^WASHINGTON*, D. C, April 2.— From 

■unofficial advices reaching Washington 
the general terms of the agreement signed 
yesterday by which war between Mexico 
and Guatemala was avoided are substan- 
tially known. Mexico's demand was in the 
form of an ultimatum sent by Secretary 
Mariscal November 27, embracing the fol- 
lowing points: 

First— Mexico asked satisfaction for in- 
juries received by the invasion of her ter- 
ritory and for vexations which foreigners 
and Mexicans cutting wood in the forests 
of Agua Azul, Kgypt, San Nicholas and 
San Pedro and Mexican residents of Ayulta 
had experienced. 

Second — Mexico also demanded pecuni- 
ary indemnity for damages sustained. 

Third — Mexico also demanded indemnity 
for the expenses of the mobilization of her 
troops and situating authorities and em- 
ployes in suitable places for public security 
on the frontier. 

.■Fourths-Mexico asked that the labors Of 
the Boundary Commission, in accordance 
with the treaty of 1882, be speedily con- 
cluded, said treaty not being open to dis- 
cussion 1 . 

: . It'is understood that $2,000,000 was the 
amount of indemnity demanded by Mex- 
ico. Also that she insisted on Guatemala 
dismissing her Surveyor -General, who had 
taVen part in locating her boundary. .. 

Gn January 12 Guatemala answered the 
ultimatum. The answer was pacific in 
tone, but did not concede Mexico's right to 
the territory designated in tiie ultimatum, 
nor! the right of a fixed cash indemnity. 
The final negotiations are a compromise 
between the ultimatum and the reply. It 
is believed that Mexico has agreed to arbi- 
trate the amount of cash indemnity t instead 
of. exacting the $2,000,000 first claimed. 

p Senor Romero, the Mexican Minister, has 
been kept advised of the negotiations, but 
neither he nor Senor Arriga, the Guate- 
malan Minister, are yet in position to make 

'. public the exact terms on which the war 
was averted. President Diaz has an- 
nounced that the terms will be commuhi- 
caud to Congress later. The peace agree- 
ment is regarded as of far-reaching 
■importance to the Central American States, 
which expected in the last six months to 
be plunged into a bloody struggle. 
..The Mexican army and navy had been 
preparing for the conflict and calculations 
had been made as to where the troops 
would be landed in Guatemala. The Mex- 
ican army numbers 34.833 on a peace foot- 
ing, with 165,000 available on a war foot- 
ing. The Guatemalan army numbers 3000 
on a peace footing. The agreement now 

: effected puts an end to active war prepar- 
ations.. • '• ' 

Senor Arriga, the Guatemalan Minister, 
does not know yet the details of the 
arrangements signed yesterday between 
his country and Mexico, but he hag re- 
ceived from -the Guatemalan Minister in 
that city the following telegram :

WASHINGTON, D. C., April vig- 
orous denial is made in administration 
circles of the story that Secretary Gresbam 
is about to resign. The Secretary himself 
will not be interviewed, not caring to dig- 
nify the report by a denial. It is a fact 
that the Secretary has been in ill health 
for some time, and the recent attack of 
neuralgia of the stomach left him much 
debilitated. He lias been unable to secure 
rest in Washington, owing to the frequency 
with whicn delicate and embarrassing 
diplomatic questions have been forced 
upon him, and it is probable he will yield 
to the solicitations of his family and 
friends so far as to take a short leave of 
absence and . go to his home in Indiana, 
and perhaps stop for a short time in 
Chicago. 

Later in the day it was possible to secure 
• most positive denial of the story that 
Secretary Gresham intends to resign, the 
authority being a Cabinet officer, whose 
relations with the Secretary are of such a 
nature as to make him perfectly competent 
to make this denial. It is also learned that 
Secretary Gresham has just made arrange- 
ment for the extension of another year of 
his lease of his rooms at the Arlington, 
now occupied by him, which may certainly 
be taken as an evidence of his intention to 
remain in Washington.

An Interesting Statement Issued by the 
Treamury Department. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 2.— Tha 
monthly treasury statement shows that on 
March 30, 1895, the public debt, less cash 
in treasury, amounted to $90H,730,046, an 
Increase for the month of $18,317,106. The 
amount of new 4 per cent bonds issued 
during the month was $28,807,1)00. The 
following is the recapitulation of the deht: 
Inte.est-bearing debt, $713,851,960; increase 



during month, $28,808,100; debt on which 
interest has ceased since maturity, $1,770,- 
250; decrease during month, $9050; debt 
bearing no interest, $381,787,366; decrease 
during month, $762,270. Total debt, $1,664,- 
591,749, of which $567,944,442 are certificates 
and treasury notes, offset by equal amount 
of cash in treasury. The treasury cash is 
classified as follows: Gold, $139,486,496; 
silver, $510,259,879; paper, $131,227,047; 
general amount, disbursing officers' bal- 
ances, etc., $16,224,166. Total. $797,237,589, 
against which there are demand liabilities 
amounting to $609,320,328, leaving a cash 
balance of $187,915,261, of which $90,643,307 
is gold reserve. 

DUTIES XOT IXCREASED. 

Defeat of a Plan in Jamaica to Discrlm- 
inate Against This Country. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 2.-0. 0. 
EckfOrd, United States Consul at Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, has notified the State De- 
partment of the defeat by the Legislative 
Council of the island of a bill designed to 
increase materially the customs duties on 
many articles imported from the United 
States. 

In a message to the Legislative Council 
the Governor had suggested tbat the with- 
drawal of the United States from the re- 
ciprocity treaty, made in pursuance of the 
McKinley law, left the island free to re- 
store to its tariff some of the sources of 
revenue abandoned under that arrange- 
ment. The colonial secretary then intro- 
duced, on March 13, a bill in line with the 
Governor's message, and it is this bill that 
has been defeated. Consul Eckford says 
be thinks it improbable that a like measure 
will be brought up again this season.

WASHINGTON, D. 0., April 2.— Assist- 
ant Secretary Reynolds of the Interior De- 
partment has affirmed the decision of the 
Commissioner of Pensions in the case of 
Angdinc Coney, widow of John G. Coney. 
The application was made under the act of 
December 21, 1890, which provided for the 
pensioning of an officer or an enlisted man 
who had served ninety days in the army 
or navy and was honorably discharged. 
Coney served as an engineer on a vessel in 
the Mississippi marine brigade. The Assist- 
ant Secretary holds that a discharge by 
the commissioner-general of the brigade 
does not constitute an honorable discharge 
as contemplated in the act.

GOSSIP FOR THE THOUSANDS. 



Members of the Highest German 
Aristocracy Are Worried 
for Years. 



JALTONA, Prussia, April 2. — A youth 
who was about to join the army has been 
arrested on the charge of having been the 
author of the series of anonymous com- 
promising letters addressed to various 
members of the imperial family during 
recent years. The arrest of this young 
man brings to mind the Von Kotz scandal, 
which furnished gossip for thousands of 
tongues. 

Count von Kotz was the royal court 
chamberlain, and the scandal in which ht 
was the principal figure shook Berlin 
society to its foundation. 

His arrest in June, 1894, was the result 
of four years of police investigation. Dur- 
ing that period members of the highest 
German aristocracy were in receipt of 
anonymous letters and postal cards, mak- 
ing vile personal accusations against them, 
their relatives or friends. In a num- 
ber of cases irreparable wrong was done. 
Some of the recinients of the slanderous 
missives placed them in the hands of the 
police and as a result Count von Kotz was 
arrested. 

He protested his innocence, although 
the proof against him was seemingly over- 
whelming. After his arrest it was thought 
that the era of the anonymous letters had 
been brought to a close. 

It was not, however, and letters making 
all sorts of outrageous charges continued 
to be received as before. These last-men- 
tioned letters were in the same handwriting 
as the previous ones, and further inquiries 
resulted in Von Kotz's innocence being 
legally established, and on March 1 last he 
was acquitted of all the charges by a mili. 
tary tribunal. 



The Buckeye Capsizes and 
Four Men AreThoughtto 
Have Perished. 



A Number of Passengers, the Cap- 
tain and Some of the Crew 
Manage to Reach Port. 



NEW WHATCOM, WasU., April 2.— The 
steamer Buckeye, plying between this city 
and Friday Harbor, capsized in Belling- 
ham Bay, south of Eliza Island, at.So'cIock 
this afternoon, and it is probable tbat four 
lives were lost. . : . 

The steamer left Anacortesat 2:3Qo'cIock, 
heavily loaded with livestock and hay, . A 
heavy- southeast wind carried her to one 
side. At 8 o'clock a heavy sea burst in the 
cabin of the steamer and turned her Oyer 
on her side 

The passengers were: W. D, Jenkins, 
W. L. Asher, W. H. Beimettof New What- 
com, and H. Kantzman and wife of Arta- 
cortes. All the passengers climbed from 
the window but Kantzman, who, Jenkins 
thinks, being a larpe man, was unable to 
get out of the cabin, and he believes he 
must have been drowned. The captain 
and four of the crew and all the passengers 
but Kantzman got in a small boat. "'. 

Bennett, Asher and the first officer got 
out on to a life-raft, which they tied to the 
steamer. The small boat, after an hour's 
hard work, reached the shore five miles 
below Fairhaven. The captain secured a 
horse and rode to Fah-haven for a steamer 
to rescue those on the raft. 

As soph as the small boat reached the 
shore it capsized and all were so benumbed 
that Jenkins says they could not have 
held out much longer, ; . . : . -•..'"- 

The steamer J. E. Boydea went to the 
assistance of the men at the steamer, but 
there is no news of her return up to 10 
o'clock. It is probable that Asher and 
Bennett, who are well-known contractors 
of this city, Kantzman and the first officer 
are drowned. The two large lifeboats on 
the Buckeye were tied on, and the crew 
were unable to untie them, as they were 
partly covered with water, so they had 
only the small boat. . 

A heavy wind was blowing, and from 
the condition of the survivors it is possible 
the others perished before assistance could 
reach them . 

SELMA MORDERER HELD, 

Jordan, Slayer of. Balthrop, 
Sent to Fresno Jail With- 
out Bonds. 



Evidence Tending to Show That the 
Killing Was a Premeditated 
: Affair. ,; 



SELMA; Cal., April 2.-^The preliminary 
examination of (». V. Jordan for the. kill- 
ing of T. B. Balthrop here on March 27 
was concluded Saturday evening, haying 
occupied two days in Justice Tucker's 
court, Jordan was to-day held to answer 
without bail and was token to the County 
Jail at Fresno. .. 

Ten witnesses were called for the people 
and nine for the defense; . Except in. minor 
details, the evidence of all thesis 'Witnesses 
was corroborative of the . evidence 1 bt 'thW 
leading witnesses for the People. The latter 
were: Lee J. Arrant*, who stood within 
touching distance of this murdered man, 
closely observing him during the time he 
was in range of Jordan's .pistol ; Dr. Wil- 
liams, who saw both men plainly during 
the time the murdered man was under fire; 
Kuhlman, who also witnessed the -shoot- 
ing, and Mr. Kilbourn, the druggist* and 
his clerk, who were in the store where Bal- 
throp fell dead. ■• . ; ! 

The evidence was conclusive in proving 
that Jordan came to town armed and be- 
gan at once to search for Balthrop'. He 
found him standing in the/ door of the 
drugstore. Balthrop accosted him pleas- 
antly, offering his hand. Jordan refused 



it, and inquired if it was true that he had 
slandered Mrs. Jordan. Balthrop put his 
hand on Jordan's shoulder and asked him 
to come inside, where they could talk with- 
out attracting a crowd, and he could see 
Mr. Kilbourn, who knew all about it. Both 
men went inside, and Jordan demanded a 
denial of Balthrop, saying, "If you do not 
deny this I am prepared." 

Balthrop denied having slandered Jor- 
dan's wife, and said he had written a state- 
ment that would appear in the evening 
paper. The matter seemed to have been 
settled, when one of the men said some- 
thing which was not heard or upderstood 
by any of the witnesses, and Balthrop 
struck at Jordan, who began to back out 
of the door, striking as he went. Neither 
of the men hit the other. The striking was 
designated by the witnesses as "clawing" 
at each other. Balthrop remained in the 
alcove outside the door, "standing as if he 
was held up," Witness Arrants said. 

Jordan, when he reached the sidewalk, 
drew his revolver, a 44-calibcr weapon a 
foot long, from his belt in front, aimed de- 
liberately and fired. Balthrop made no 
motion until the shot was fired, when he 
reached for his revolver and drew it as he 
walked into the store. He took five or six 
steps, turned and fell. 

Jordan and his wife have had trouble for 
several years past and have been living 
apart for six months. Since his arrest for 
murder they have become reconciled.

Arrest of a Stableman for the 
Alleged Firing of a 
Building. 



Sequel to a Peculiar Transaction in 
the Transfer of a Livery 
Business. 



HEALDSBURG, Cal., April 2.— A fire 
was discovered in the two-story frame 
building in the rear of theSotoyome stable, 
on West and North streets. The building, 
which was occupied as a laundry and 
paintshop, was destroyed'. T. L. Neely, 
who owns the building, loses 11500, Jo 
Wah Lee $500. There was no insurance. 

As soon as the fire was under control 
Mr. Neely swore to a complaint charging 
A. II. Clynia with arson, and as soon as he 
could be found he was placed under arrest. 

This is the sequel to a case tried in the 
courts here recently. Neely had sold his 
stable to Clyma some time ago in a pecu- 
liar way and when Neely sought to take 
charge of the property again Clynia had 
him arrested for stealing horses. Neely 
finally got possession of the property 
again, and since that time Clyma has 
threatened to break him up in business. 
Neely says he can prove that Clyma set the 
building on tire in the hope that his livery- 
stable would be destroyed. 

Clyma says that he knows nothing of 
the fire and can prove an alibi. Clyma is 
out on bail. 

THAXKS A SPOKAXE JVRT. 

An Eccentric Farmer Grateful for Being 
Sent to Prison. 

SPOKANE.Wash., April 2.— The remark- 
able scene was witnessed here to-day of a 
prisoner thanking a jury for sending him 
to the penitentiary. 

It was in the case of Siegel, au eccentric 
farmer from Whitman County, who has 
killed one man and threatened many oth- 
ers. A few days ago he shot and severely 
wounded Edward Enwald from the court- 
house steps in this city. For this he was 
placed on trial, and to-day was found 
guilty of shooting with intent to kill. 

"Gentlemen ci the jury," said Siegel, "I 
thank you for vour sensible conclusion, 1 
am guilty, but not insane. I'd rather be 
in h- — - than in a lunatic asylum." 

The court had named two young attor- 
neys to defend Siegel, and they put in a 
plea of insanity, which Siegel greatly re- 
sented. With a vile imprecation he said 
after the trial to one of his attorneys, "I'll 
kill you on sight when I get ont of this." 

Siegel then took his case into his own 
hands and gave formal. notice of his inten- 
tion to move for a new trial.

CHEFS WER E N OT NEEDED. 

Great Preparations Dad Been Made for 
Li's Reception. 

TOKIO, Japan, March 16.— With regard 
to the peace conference public expectation 
grows more and more hopeful every day. 
Li Hung Chang has hastily completed his 
preparations, and is now on his way to the 
appointed place of meeting. 

The Japanese authorities have engaged 
several of the principal hotels in Bakan 
(or Shimonoseki) for the accommodation 
of the various parties concerned. Li, Count 
Ito, Viscount Matsu and Mri Foster will 
each have a tavern entirely to himself. 
Li's retinue are to be lodged in a large 
temple. 

One of the public schools is reserved for. 
Japanese minor officials. As Bakan is 
not an open port foreign customs do not 
largely prevail there, and a corps of chefs 
skilled in the mysteries of the French 
cuisine will be in attendance from Osaka 
and Tokio. Envoys who come in good 
faith are evidently considered worthy of 
better fare than diplomatic pretenders like 
Chang and Shao. 

A body of about one thousand armed 
Chinese is devastating tne eastern districts 
of Shing-king Province, just beyond the 
Japanese lines north of Feng-hwang (Or 
Hong-hwong.) A battalion of cavalry has 
been sent to disperse the marauders. 

An official list of Chinese killed and 
wounded, up to the time just preceding 
the expedition to Wei-Hai-WaL, has been 
published bV the native newspaper Shen- 
pao. It acknowledges 600O killed, 9GO0 
wounded and 1200 .prisoners. . 

The report that the Imperial head- 
quarters will be transferred to some place 
an the continent again gains strength. 
The Emperor earnestly desires to join his 
armies before the return home, but the 
majority of his ministers discourage the

SHOT BY A SEAMAX. 

A British Captain Seriously Wounded at 
Sea Without Provocation. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., April 2.-The

afternoon, Captain McNeil having "been 
shot by one of his sailors on the night of 
March 29.

11,1 S A DEF AULTER. 

Record of a Probate Judge Who Com- 
mitted Suicide. 

FOXCROFT, Me., April 2.-Hon. Elias 
J, Hale, Judge of Probate for Piscataquis 
County, who committed suicide by shoot- 
ing on Thursday last, is now thought to 
have been a defaulter to the amount of 
175,000. Judge Hale has been a Town 
Trustee for thirty years. Since his death 
holders of notes in sums all the way from 
11000 to 110,000 have been presenting 
claims, and it appears that he had hired 
these sums at different times in the town's 
name, but tbe town books contain no 
records of such transactions. The town 
officers are now engaged in investigating 
the accounts of the late Trustees.

Haxe stated that be was very much sur- 
prised to note Browning's picture in the. pa- 
pers yesterday morning, lie said Brown- 
ing was a very strong man, artdWhilfi thej r 
were riding together on tlieir oicvcles he 
would lift Haxv and the bievcle togetlier 
off the ground without any. '.difficulty.. 

On the Sunday prior to the >-'tagg niilrder 
they drove along the beach, and Haxe pro- 
posed that they should drive to the lngle- 
side. Browning readily acquiesced, and. 
while tney were out tliere Williams sud- 
denly turned up, although Haxe could not 
tell where he came from. On Wednesday 
or Thursday following the mimler Haxe 
met Browning again ami they rode to the 
Inglesicle together; where. they both dis- 
cussed the Stagg murder, and they both 
said it was an outrageous affair and that 
parties who did it deserved hanging 1 . ;

REAL' ESTATE BUSINESS. 



Millions of Uninvested Capital 
Reported as Lying

Spreckels on the Consumption of 
Sugar In This Coun- 



From advance proofsheets of the Real 
Estate Circular, published by Thomas 
Magee & Sons, we extract the following: \ 

Money continues to accumulate at the sav- 
ings banks and In the hands of private capital- 
ists. Two of our largest savings banks— the 
Hit«ernla Bank and the Savings Cnlon— have a 
million dollars each in cash on hand, not to 
speak at all of the very much larger sums they 
have in easily cohvertible bonds. Neverthe- 
less, the city rate of interest is still maintained 
at 7 per cent. Six or eight large loans were, 
however, placed at .0 per cent last month by 
private lenders. Therefore, a reduction to 6) j 
ner cent at onr largest savings bank, the 
Ilibernia, cannot, we think, .be much longer 
deterred. The sources from which interest is 
paid— wages, rents of dwellings and of whole- 
sale and retail stores and from factories or.farm 
products— are certainly not increasing in either 
city or country, here or elsewhere; and with 
idle money piling up by the mHlion we can see 
ho reason why. interest should not now be 
somewhat reduced.- 

Maturing loans in the Conritry are generally 
renewed, but the banks never renew such loans 
unless lnterest.is fully paid. up; while, in addi- 
tion, the borrowers are frequently called upon 
to reduce the principal sum due. New country 
loans are not being granted and are not liable 
to be for sonie to come. The total number of 
mortgages made was 399, of the value of $1,- 
ai8,t>89, and the number of releases of mort- 
gages was a&l, of the value of $l,233.,5til. 

Claus 8preekels recently told us that Califor- 
nia was easily capable of producing all of the' 
sugar consumed iu the whole of tbe United 
States. Our wheat crop represents at the most 
not over $20,000,000, while Mr. 8preckels says 
that il.e beet sugar prod nctof California might 
easily be raised to If.80,0u0,000. And this, let 
it be understood, he says can be done without 
any Government bounty, but with a fair tariif 
only against French and Oerman beet-sugar, 
the growth of which has been and is still stim- 
ulated—indeed, has been largely created— by 
Government bounties. . 

Mr. Spreckels says that the beet-sagar crop of 
California amounted to 15,000 tons last year, 
and the industry is in its infancy enly. The 
sugar consumption of the United States is 
000,000,0000 tons annually. Few know, but 
J. is a fact, that one-fourth of the total rail 



freights of the Southern and Central Pacific 
roads out of San Francisco is composed of sugar 
and syrup shipments from Mr. Spreckels' city 
refinery. He ships as far east as the Missouri 
River. His freight bills at half a cent a pound 
amount to $3000 to $4000 daily. Many peo- 
ple here have talked as though the State was 
actually gone in because wheat has been for 
some vears, but was especiallv last year, a very 
unprofitable crop. But it is probable— nav, 
almost certain— that the fall In wheat will 
prove a blessing, by driving farmers to the 
growth of crops not of universal production, 
wheat, barley, oats and corn.

A OOMPLAOENT SIN. 

The most genial of rascals is the Lottery. 
It is well thus to personify it, for, though 
to assign it sex would be a risky matter, 
its characteristics are distinctively human. 
It has not only a deportment of the most 
gracious order, but it enjoys the possession 
of large business capabilities as well. We 
all naturally object to being robbed on the 
highway by a ruffian who threatens to in- 
crease the number of our heads, and swears 
in a most ungentlemanly manner ana calls 
us all manner of wicked names; but the 
polite rascal who with a line manner apol- 
ogizes for the discomfort to which he sub- 
jects us, and compliments our good taste 
in the selection of jewelry, and hopes that 
he shall have the pleasure of meeting us 
again, and bows gracefully when he takes 
his leave, so wins us that anger is impossi- 
ble and only an amused chagrin abides. 

This shows the great value of form. In- 
deed, according to the popular estimate, 
form is more potent than substance. Vic- 
tor Hugo's Man Who Laughs, for in- 
stance, had a most noble soul, but tbe 
eternal grin which cruel surgery had fixed 
upon his face was so excruciatingly ridicu- 
lous that the poor wretch was laughed 
from the House of Parliament into the 
dark waters of the Thames. Suppose that 
the Lottery, instead of being a cajoling and 
alluring knave, were a vulgar, profane and 
offensive thief; suppose that instead of 
smilingly holding before' us an enticing 
picture of ease and comfort from sudden 
wealth, and jingling musical coins beneath 
our noses, he were an uncouth footpad, 
smelling of bad whisky and scaring us to 
death with a pistol, why, every sense Of 
right and decency in us would be shocked, 
and we would unleash the bloodhounds of 
tbe law to run the brutal ruffian to earth. 
And yet we know that the low, ill-smelling 
footpad is not nearly so dangerous a thief 
as the Lottery; that his stealings do not 
amount to a hundred-thousandth part as 
much, and that the Lottery's demoralizing 
effect is immeasurably greater. 

But the Lottery is a smooth, polite and 
unctuous rogue, and rascality with such ac- 
complishments as these may often thrive, 
as the Lottery does, in the very teeth of all 
the legal and moral agencies created for 
its suppression. Not only does it walk 
abroad In the streets of San Francisco fear- 
less, though knowing that the law has set 
a price on its head ; not only does it hob- 
nob with the police and tind pleasant com- 
panionship in the society of worthy men 
and women who will solemnly declare that 
they have a large respect for morality and 
the law; not only does it go freely in 
ana nut among the congregations of the 
churches, as pious as the most devout; 
not only does it softly chuckle at the idle 
laws that hold it aloft as a thing for honest 
men to hate, as a mean thief that steals the 
earnings of tbe poor, as a petty swindler 
that openly cheats in its play, as a pro- 
moter of thriftlessness and a school fortbe 
education of gamblers, as a briber of those 
appointed to enforce the laws, and as a 
corrupter of those who by precept and ex- 
ample are teachers of morality to the 
young and the weak ; not only does it do 
all these things with exquisite aplomb, but 
it has demonstrated its possession of those 
uncommon business qualities which enable 
it to conduct great newspapers. And we 
have not observed that our leading teach- 
ers of morality, including the ministers, 
have refrained from encouraging the Lot- 
tery's journalistic enterprise by denouncing 
the papers in which the Lottery proclaims 
itself. 

In competing with abilities so varied and 
conspicuous the proprietor of the Call ac- 
knowledges the magnitude of his task. If 
ever it should become neccessary forhim to 
acquire a thief as a partner he would much 
prefer one that is debonair to one that is 
gross and ruffianly, and this means to say 
that if he should be forced to take either 
tbe Lottery or a footpad as a partner he 
would prefer the Lottery. Whether or not 
our able contemporaries take a similar 
view of the matter we have no way of 
judging other than from observing that the 
Lottery enjoys a large and swinging free- 
dom in their columns, and is physically— 
indeed we might say personally — so con- 
spicuous therein after every "drawing," 
and is manifestly so eager to make its busi- 
ness and journalistic association known, 
as almost to overshadow the undoubted 
patriotism and personal worth of the gen- 
tlemen who still print their own names at 
the head of their papers. 



CENTERED IN THE MAYOR. 

The papular sentiment which elected 
Mr. Sutro Mayor was an expression both 
of the protest against the past and of hope 
and confidence for the future. Tbe City 
had been so long ridden 6y rings, robbed 
by collusion and burdened with monopo- 
lies created and fostered by official power, 
that a man of high patriotism and un- 
flinching courage to occupy tbe Mayor's 
chair was the crying need of the hour. 

The first conspicuous act of the new 
Board of Supervisors was to pass an ordi- 
nance creating a monopoly in the supply 
of bituminous rock for street pavements. 
It has come so early in the career of the 
Board that the scandal of it is resounding 
from one end of the City to the ether. 

Happily four sterling members of the 
Board stood out against tbe job, and al- 
though the eight opposed to them were 
able to pass the Ordinance in spite of them, 
they will not be able to make it effective if 
the Mayor should veto it, for it requires 
nine votes to pass an ordinance over the 
Mayor's veto, and it will be impossible 
to secure them. The only hope that 
the situation presents is the exercise of the 
veto power by the Mayor. Every good 
citizen in San Francisco who voted for Mr. 
Sutro hopefully and confidently, is watch- 
ing him anxiously now. Every one of 
these believes that he will veto the ordi- 
nance, Just as every good citizen believed 
that Governor Budd would approve the 
bill authorizing a lease of city front land 
to the San Joaquin Valley road. The Gov- 
ernor did not disappoint the people, but 
the anxiety that preceded his action 
was severe, as the pressure brought to bear 
on him to swerve from the right was great. 

This same natural anxiety exists now 
with regard to Mayor Sutro, and the sooner 
he ends it by doing that for which the peo- 
ple elected him the sooner will the public 
mind be placed at ease. 

THE USE OP PISTOLS. 

James W. Harris, superintendent of the 
California»street Cable and Railroad Com- 
pany, is charged by certain workmen of 
the projected Cliff House road with having 
interrupted them in their work yesterday 
and threatened with a drawn revolver to 
shoot them if they persisted in continu- 
ing it. 

It" this charge is proven, there ought to be 
for the offender a speedy, sharp and severe 
punishment The situation is a grave one. 
Offenses against the person in California 
have become so common as to be a serious 
menace to society. Not a week pasess 
without a report of murderous assault com- 
mitted somewhere within the State, and 
often they are so frequent that for weeks 
they are recorded every day. It is bad to 
have these offenses committed by hood- 
lums, bandits and scoundrels. What shall 
we say when they are committed by men 
holding responsible positions, represent- 



ing great corporations and having 
knowledge of tbe value of law? 
. The use of the pistol has, indeed, become 
a curse upon the people. It has given 
courage to the bully, the criminal and the 
coward, and rendered life unsafe for the 
peaceable, the brave and the innocent. Out- 
rage after outrage of assault and murder 
has occurred in this City and the law 
seems powerless to prevent them. Have 
we then no law at all? Are we to 
return to the customs of medieval bar- 
barism where the citizen protected himself 
as best be could and the rich hired bravos 
and swashbucklers to terrify their neigh- 
bors? Is the pistol to dominate every- 
thing.? Can rich corporations hire men 
to go about with arms interfering when- 
ever they see fit and compelling workmen 
to stop with a pistol at their heads? 

No language can overrate the seriousness 
of the offense charged against the superin- 
tendent of the California-street cable road. 
He is not a hoodlum. He is not ignorant. 
He knows the law of California, and if he 
offended against it he must have been 
moved by a contempt for it. He must 
have been persuaded that the corporation 
which hires htm is so big, so strong and so 
irresponsible that its servants need pay no 
attention to the laws of California, but 
may at their will stop the work of rival 
companies on the street, and drive tbeir 
workmen away with drawn revolvers. 

When men of fair intelligence and of 
high position in the city act in this way, 
what wonder is' it that the hoodlum and 
the scoundrel believe themselves justified 
in the use of the pistol? What wonder is 
it that crimes abound and murders are 
frequent? What difference in morals is 
there between the ruffian who robs the 
street-passer with a pistol thrust in his 
face and the corporation that sends it3 
bullies to stop the workmen of another 
corporation by thrusting revolvers in their 
faces? 

These offenses must be stopped. Even 
if it should be necessary to summon Judge 
Lynch, they must be stopped. The law of 
California provides ample remedy for any 
wrong the Cliff House road may do to the 
California-street road. To that law title 
richest corporation as well as the humblest 
citizen must look for protection. ; San 
Francisco is not medieval Venice, and the 
methods cjf the bravo and the bully cannot 
be tolerated here. 



full | would be worthy of no consideration what- 
ever if it were not for the fact that it has 
been so often urged by the mossbacks and 
Silurians in the cities of California. It is 
difficult to discuss their view of the case 
with any patience. Their obstruction has 
served as a stone wall across tne road of 
progress in various cities of the State be- 
sides San Francisco, and the influence 
which it has exerted by one means or 
another has often prevented a popular 
vote in favor of creating a debt. There is 
no doubt that a majority of the people of 
San Francisco would favor the creation of 
such a debt. 

With regard to the possibilities for offi- 
cial stealing which the debt would create, 
it may be said that times have greatly 
changed since the days of Tweed and 
Sbepard, and also since the very recent 
days of Buckley.

Such rascality has been either so 
well punished, or the unpunished rascals 
and their methods have become so well 
known and so easily guarded against, that 
the danger from this source is compara- 
tively small. For that matter citizens who 
are afraid to create a debt for fear that the 
men whom they have deliberately elected 
to office will ste>>! it can easily remove 
that difficulty by Acting honest men.

ELEOTR IQAL E NERGY, 

According to the latest reports, the great 
electric works at Niagara Falls are not giv- 
ing tbe grand results which the general 
public expected of them. Too much force 
is lost in transmission for the power to be 
effective at any such distances as were an- 
ticipatesj. It appears the Niagara Works 
eannot transmit power even .to the neigh- 
boring city of Buffalo without so much of 
a less that the cost of tbe applied energy 
is greater than that now obtained in the 
same city from steam. 

A correspondent of the New York Tribune 
estimates the less in transmission of elec- 
trical energy from the power-house at 
Niagara to tbe shops in Buffalo to be about 
50 per cent. The rate charged for power 
by the company iB ?18 per horsepower for 
twenty-four hours, at the generator shaft, 
and consequently the cost in Buffalo would 
be. equivalent to about $36 to the consumer. 
This would be a saving in some cities, but 
in Buffalo coal is so cheap power can be 
generated by steam under favorable con- 
ditions and in large quantities at $21 per 



of San Francisco who were so eager for jt 
last winter. There is good occasion right 
here and right now for the Grand Jury, for 
indignation meetings, for civic federations, 
for committees on political purification ami 
for Lexow commissions. • 

The subject for investieation is the Board 
of Supervisors, and tbe occasion is the pas- 
sage, by a vote Of eight to four, of ftu ordi- 
nance which, if not Vetoed, will practically 
give the Southern Pacific a monopoly of 
the street paving business in this Cil^. 
With the prospective veto, the reformers 
have nothing to do. The job will be none 
the less vicious if the Mayor, and four 
incorruptible Supervisors should prevent 
its consummation. The evil is disclosed in 
the very nature of the job itself, and the 
fact that eight Supervbors voted for it is 
sufficient to set in motion all the machinery 
of reform and animate the Grand Jury, the 
Civic Federation And all other reformers 
with a determination to probe toe job to 
the bottom and expose its authors. 

If we are to have an honest municipal 
administration in San Francisco, we may 
as well begin right now. In this street 

paving job there .ire pia;n evidences of 
something very much like offietaSeorrup- 
tion. Even the most foolish of Supervisors 
would hardly vote to. deprivetbe: City ofthe 
advantages of a comi>eticive market in pro- 
curing bituminous rock, unless he were 
offered some very private and hidden rea- 
sons for doing so. The work of: searching 
out those reasons is much more important 
than that of going through the slums of the 
City to find out If there way he « gainhler 
or a courtesan there. Here is a possible 
chance of discovering violations of law in 
high places: » species of prosiitotion prac^ 
ticed openly in the very government itself. 

The sealoua reformers ol last -winter 
should not be backward in taking op this 
work. Tbe Grand Jury has here a chance 
to show if it has any usefulness to the com- 
munity. Indignation meetings have au 
Opportunity to denounce a Specific wrong, 
and to hold up to public condemnation the 
individuals who are actually jruilty of 
offenses against public welfare. There Will 
be no necessity in this case for invective 
and indignation to waste tbeir energies 
in - vague wanderings through the in- 
definite. Here is the concrete ease plainly 
before us and fully exposed for the knock- 
out blow/ '. '■>■; " '■■; 

This street paving job is no little thing. 
There is much money in it in sight and a 
great deal more in prospect.: San Fran- 
cisco bas many streets to ne paved and the 
combination that is seeking to get a mohor 
poly of furnishing: the material, knows 
what such a bonanza would he worth. 
Great is are the interests directly engaged 
in the ' job, however, there are greater still 
indirectly involved. Jobs of this kind are 
a species • of lice on the body politic and 
breed rapidly. ■ Other jobs will soon follow 
this one if it is not killed. The duty of 
reformers and reform Organizations is 
therefore plain. . They must purify the 
City - and. .kill, the vermin which prey 
upon U.

BONDINS THE CITY. 

In another part of ibis ramie. tjise Call rev 
publishes a communication to the rut 
from Henry P. Sonntag, which: is worthy 
of serious attention. In advocating the 
issuance of bonds to the amount Of $5,000,- 
000 for the purpose of improving the City, 
Mr: Sonntag makes the following points: 
As there are held in this City Government 
4 per cent bonds to the amount of $10,- 
000.000 or over, there is no reason for 
assuming that $5^000,000 of City bonds 
should not be taken by local capitalists, 
thus keeping the interest at borne, as we 
have $400,000,000 Of taxable property on 
which there isan insignificant public debt. 
In twenty years from now, Mr. Sonntag 
adds, the value of the City's property will 
have doubled , and hence the burden of 
interest will be reduced one-ball and the 
debt can be easily extinguished. 

The writer further declares that all large 
and enterprising cities have a heavy in- 
debtedness, incurred for the making of 
improvements which have been material 
aids to their greatness. As for London, 
she never expects to get out of debt and 
cares nothing about it. Her own. people 
hold her bonds and are satisfied with the 
debt. In the cases of N«w York and 
Washington the debt was incurred in order 
that Tweed and Sbepard might plunder 
•the city ; still, Tweed and Sbepard made 
New York and Washington the great cities 
that they are. 

Mr. Sonntag suggest that the whole 
debt Of $6,000,000 need not be created at 
once, but that it might be distributed oyer 
a number of years — say five, allotting 
$1,009,000 fo each year. 
BThese remarks are very suggestive, and 
touch upon the two vital points in the 
matter — the creation of a debt for pos-

CITY BONDS. 

Henry P. Bonntae in the Evrnino Pot. 

In the criticism passed by the Post upon my 
suggestion that It would be good business for 
San Francisco to issue bonds to the extent of 
$5,000,000, using the money so obtained for 
Improving and beautifying the city, there are 
certain statements made upon which I would 
like to comment, 

Foronethiug, my critic admits that if the 
bonds were to be taken by tbe people of Cali- 
fornia there might not be so much ground for 
objection. Why should they not be taken here? 
It Is a fact that there are now held in this city 
Government bonds-four per cents-to the ex- 
tent of upward of $10,000,000. Is it contended 
that resident capitalists would not take their 
i own city's securities for $5,0O0,00O-that city, 
too, with $400,000,000 taxable property? I 
say that the bonds would be readily disposed of 
herein San Francisco, and at * per cent pre- 
mium at that. There woukl be no need of go- 
tog to Paris or even to Kew York for the 
money. Place the interest as low as 3 per cent 
and our own people would take the bonds at 
par. 

I do not believe, to repeat my original propo- 
sition, that the present generation should bear 
all the burden of a taxation designed to pro- 
vide for improvements by which their succes- 
sors and heirs are to benefit as well as them- 
selves. Especially am I opposed to the idea in 
view of the fact that the making such improve- 
ments will so result that at the end of say 
twenty years, instead of $400,000,000 of taxa- 
ble property, those who shall have taken our 
places will find themselves with double that 
amount from which to raise their share of the 
indebtedness. With the great increase in the 
value of property resultlng in the investment 
of $5,000,000 the paying off of that sum will 
seem a veTy trifling matter. 

All large and enterprising cities have in- 
debtedness, and heavy indebtedness, too. Take 
the case of London, the center of the money 
markets of the world. She never expects to 
get out of debt, for that matter, and the people 
buy her bonds simply that they may obtain in- 
terest regularly on a safe and permanent in- 
vestment. I do not mean to argue, ot oours?, 
that the mere fact that a prosperous city is in 
debt is necessarily the cause of that prosperity. 
I only mean to state that the experience of 
the greatest, most enterprising and magnificent 
Cities of the world has proved that' it pays to 
borrow money when such money Is to be ex- 
pendedin creating necessary improvements. 

Now, as to the fear that much of the money 
raised on the bonds might be stolen, I would 
like to ask if San Francisco Is to be allowed to 
remain In her present condition simply because 
her Pitisena haven't confidence to their own 
peoplef I, for one, believe that a board of 
public works, composed of men at once capable 
and honest, could be readily organized to con- 
trol and direct the disbursement of the money 
expended: 

Rut, referring again to the fear of possible 
Jobbery, it may be noted that New York lost 
heavily indeed by Boss Tweed, but, neverthe- 
less, that same individual brought about a 
world of public improvements in the Eastern 
metropolis. Say that he planned those im- 
provements in order to furnish opportunities 
for thievery. The fact remains that his prison- 
call is shown to visitors to-day with speeches 
some tli i n g like this : "This is the cell of Tweed, 
the man who made New York." 

In Washington City, too, they acknowledge 
owing the same sort of debt to Shepard, for 
whom no one there had a good word a while 
back. 

I am not approving of public Jobbery, of 
course. I am merely pointing out how the 
results of such a policy as 1 would see inaugur- 
ated here have been so great in other cities as 
to complete)*/ overshadow and dwarf even the 
most gtgant s schemes of corruption. 

I realize the fact that the Post has nothing of 
the Silurian about it, but earnestly desires to 
see the city go forward. I admit, too, that 
there seem to be some good points in the sug- 
gestion for the raistog of $1,000,000 a year by 
direct taxation for public improvements, but I 
contend that tne bond proposition is the better 
one. At the same time! might suggest that 
there is no need of raistog the eutire$5,000,000 
ail at or. - - . It might be realized as needed, say 
at the rate of $1,600,000 a year. •>'■ 

Of course, the members of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, with Whom would rest the expendi- 
ture of tha money, should be selected with 
groat care.; Their appointment might be left 
to the Governor and Mayor Jointly, or such 
other arrangements pbiiht: be made as might 
ro! '. . ! '. . But -this is A question of 
detail, fhe solution of which, however, need 
present no dlftteulttes.

"There is no probability that Harry Hay- 
ward will be granted a new trial," said 
Prosecuting Attorney Frank M. Nye of 
Minneapolis at the Grand last night. Mr. 
Nye, who is a brother of the famous hu- 
morist of that name and resembles him 
somewhat in his droll manner of conver- 
sation, is here with his wife for rest and 
pleasure. He became widely known to the 
public through his connection with the 
Ging murder case, and his success in secur- 
ing a conviction of the murderer has added 
to his reputation as a prosecutor.

A bill of exception is being prepared by the 
defense and will be presented at the spring 
term of the Supreme Court.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS, 



How a Local Sherlock Holmes 
Succeeds in Finding 
Heirs. 



TWO CLAIMANTS TO $19,000. 



Money That Was Lett by a Man 
Who Was Drowned in 
1882. 



There is a ronmntic story in connection 
with n depOsit of $19.000 in the Savingsand 
I .'Mil Society, which dates back to 1HB2, but 
which came to light a short time airo. The 
litigation over the deposit has been com- 
menced by rival heirs, and it is likely that 
a bitter t'.pbt for the money will be waged. 

In August, 1894, Attorney Oscar T. 
ShucK's attention was attracted to an un- 
claimed deposit of $17,7o^, standing in the 
name of Alexander Smith in the bank 
named. Many persons had attempted to 
solve the mystery of Smith's long silence, 
but without success. Mr. Shuck deter- 
mined, if possible, to locate the heirs, if 
any existed, realizing, of course, that in 
accomplishing this result a fat fee would be 
bis reward. 

On consulting the Directory for 1862 Mr. 
Shuck found that one Alexander Smith 
had lived at 233 Stevenson street, but his 
occupation was not given. This depositor 
had placed $2000 in the bank on Marcli 24, 
18H2, and that he was an illiterate man was 
evidenced by his scrawling signature. 

Failing to rind any definite trace of Smith 
in this city Mr. Shuck concluded that he 
had perished and he began a systematic 
examination of the tiles of newspapers 
subsequent to the date of March 24. In 
the Bulletin of August 7 appeared a long 
account of the burning of the Pacific Mail 
steamship Golden Gate off the Mexican 
coast on July 27, 1862, and among the 
names of the passengers tost appeared that 
of "A. Smith, wife, wife's sister and four 
children." Was this the Alexander Smith 
who had made the deposit? In the same 
issue of the Bulletin was a statement that 
a 17-vear-old daughter of A. Smith, named 
Jane, was to leave on the next steamer for 
Brooklyn. -■'•"'.■.< 

Attorney Shuck advertised extensively 
for information concerning relati'res of 
Alexander Smith, and especially the sup- 
posed daughter Jane. He reported the 
result of his investigation to the attorneys 
of the bank from time to time, but early in 
February last he was surprised to discover 
that Jam- M. Harvev had filed an applica- 
tion for letters of administration upon the : 
estate, saying .that she was the daughter 
and soleheir of the deceased A. Smith.: 

Th* attorney was satisfied that the long- 
looked-for heir bad been found, until be 
received a letter from Dr. 'W, D. Smith of 
I'alistoga. He represented that his brother 
Alexander had lived at 233 Stevenson 
street in this city in 18t»2, and that the 
$2000 wfhich he had deposited in the hank 
did not belong to htm at all, but to the 
writer, Dr. Smith. 

Dr. Smith came to this city at once and 
conferred with Attorney Shack, with the 
result that tlio conclusion was reached that 
Jane Harvev's claims could not be sub- 
stantiated. J)r. Smith ha* resided in Cali- 
foTiiia imce 18(3, Before his. brother left 
Garden Citv, Minn., where they resided on 
July i, 1861, he gave his brother $2000 to 
invest" in California. He shows a receipt 
and a letter, signed by Alexander ^mith, 
dated in this city March 30, 1862,: announc- 
ing that the writer had put the money in 
bank at interest. From that time Dr. 
Smith heard nothing further of his brother 
until he: saw a no.tiee of the case in the 
Cam in D« ember last. 

Attorney Shuck-is contesting Jane Har- 
vey's application for letters of administra- 
tion on the ground that she is not what 
shie professes to be. In her petition she 
says that she if 48 years of age, but Attor- 
ney Shuck says she is at least 50. Smith 
was born in 1827 and to be the father of 
Jaite Harvey he must have married at the 
age of 19 years. The attorney says he has 
proof that the marriage of Smith took 
plaoe several years later: 

It is likely that the case will become cele- 
brated; Jane Harvey is living in retire- 
ment in Oakland and steadily refuses to see 
reporters. Dr.. Smith ■ has gone to Calls'- 
toga in search of further evidence to estab- 
lish hi* claim to the deposit.. On his re- 
turn in a few days the legal battle will be 
resumed;. ■ - : l .,-..'.'.-. ,'■' •

The Scarcity of Cattle in the Kant H»a 
Affected *he Local Market 
Price*. 



Recently the price ©f beef and mutton 
has gone tip two cents in the East, and this 
rise has had its effect upon the California 
market; -.• 

"It is true," said Mr. Rudolpht who is 
connected with the firm of Miller & Lux, 
in answer to a question yesterday, "that 
the rise in beef in the East has caused a 
rise in the price of beef in this market, but 
while beef has gone tip two cents here 
there ha? been a decline in the price of 
mutton, The former is caused by the fact 
that sources of supply-for the East have 
failed at this time, wny I cannot tell, bnt 
I do know that the. Eastern people have 
sent to Nevada, and even to California, for 
beef cattle. The price of beef in Nevada, 
dressed, is how seven cents. How long this 
will last there is no telling, but it looks as 
if it would last sometime. 

"The cause of the fall in the price of 
mutton on this coast is no doubt due to 
the fact that those who had advanced 
money oil wool have made a demand for 
their money, and there has been such a 
rush of mutton on the market that natur- 
ally there was a drop, in price. In a short 
time y rass sheep will come in and the price 
will again regulate itself. - .

The Humane Society Will Recognize 
Bravery In Behalf of Child 



In the future heroism in behalf of chil- 
dren will be recognized in this city hy the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, and the recognition will be in 
the shape of a handsome medal. 

Secretary McComb of the sooiety said 
yestfTday: "The board of directors at a 
meeting some time ago discussed the pro- 
priety of recognizing the sacrifices that 
people sometimes make in behalf of chil- 
dren. The idea was suggested by the 
action of a fireman at a fire somewhere on 
Tehama streetseveral months ago. I can- 
not recall his name just now, but what he 
did was this. A house caught fire, ana 
when it was so enveloped in names that it 
was positively hazardottB to enter the 
building the cry went up that there was a 
child in the building. This fireman at the 
risk of his life rushed into the burning

building and in a short time came out 
again with a child, which if not rescued as 
it was would have perished in the Hames. 
The directors thought that actions of this 
kind should receive public recognition and 
therefore set aside a fund for the purpose 
of having medals struck off to be given in 
cases where deserved. 

"The die for the medals is now being 
engraved by J. C. Irvine & Co. The re- 
verse Of the medal has upon it the seal of 
the society. The medal depends from a 
ribbon attached to a bar, On the face of 
which will be a motto in Latin. On the 
obverse there will he a wreath within 
which is the following inscription: 



to 

For Heroic Conduct In Saving 
The Life of a Child ] 



"The vacant spaces are for the name of 
the recipient of the medal and for the kind 
of danger from Which the child was res- 
cued. . .' 

"These medals," continued the secre- 
tary, "will be given to those who, as this 
fireman did, save a child or children from 
fire, to those who may save children from 
drowning, and to those who n>ay, at the 
risk of life or limb, save children from 
death by being run over by cars or by run- 
away teams. Of course it is impossible to 
enumerate all classes that mav be entitled 
to the medal , for each case will have to de- 
pend on its own merits." 

The medal is of silver nickel.

Artists Rail at the Proposed Or- 
dinance on Nude Exhi- 
bitions. 



COMMENTS FROM AUTHORITIES. 



Mathews, Martin and Tllden Ex- 
press Themselves In Most 
Forcible Terms. 



If the Board of Supervisors had particu- 
larly desired to have the artists of this city 
around their ears in an angry swarm they 
could havs found ;no better means than the 
consideration of the proposed ordinance 
for the prohibition of the exhibition of the 
nude. 

At the Art School yesterday the expres- 
sions of disgust at the proposed ordinance 
were more that forcible. There was but 
one expression, although that was uttered 
by a good many artists, some of them 
young and some of them old, but they 
could all be condensed into the one state- 
ment, "It is disgustingly silly." 

Assistant Secretary Martin viewed the 
matter with complacent contempt and said : 
"Oh, that's absurd. Such a sweeping ordi- 
nance as the one proposed is definitely 
and distinctly idiotic. Does Secretary 
Kane expect to demolish art in San Fran- 
cisco? If he does, £ don't know what 
means he will adopt, but I am sure that 
the Board of Supervisors of the city of San 
Francisco has entirely too much sense to 
pass arty ordinance so sweeping in its 
terms as the one proposed. Why, what 
would become of art exhibitions? We 
will have within a few weeks an exhibition 
of the work of the pupils ofthe Art School, 
Which will shoW the progress of their 
work during the last year. Nearly a third 
of the work exhibited will be riude studies, 
and should any such silly ordinance go 
into effect we would be liable to prosecu- 
tion. General Dimond will, I am sure, see 
the matter in the same light that the 
artists do. and, frankly, I have no idea that 
such a silly ordinance will ever be enforced 
in this city." ' 

Arthur F. Mathews is the teacher in the 
life class at the Art School, and when 
asked what he thought about the proposed 
Ordinance, said: "I do not know who in- 
troduced a resolution for such an ordi- 
nance, but I will say that, whoever it was, 
lie Was a brute with a beastly mind, pro- 
viding that the provisions of the ordinance 
are so wide as to include all 'exhibitions 
of the nude.' The nude in art is art, not 
nudity in the sense recognized by the man 
capable of presenting or favoring such an 
ordinance." 

Douglass Tilden, the deaf-mute sculp- 
tor, when informed of the proposed 
ordinance, put his hands up to either side 
of his head, making a very suggestive mo- 
tion, which implied that 3urh an idea as 
the proposed ordinance conveys was both 
idiotic and brutish. Then he, being un- 
able to speak, wrote on a piece of paper: 
"I eannet express my opinion by anything 
better than that sign. Why, it is absurd. 
The old civilization of Europe, which is 
the home and foster-mother ot art, proves 
the idiocy Of any such ordinance. The 
whole idea is so silly that no artist could 
for a moment consider it seriously."

The Case of Photographer Marceau

The bill was originally $370, hut was re- 
duced to $289 in order to bring it within 
the jurisdiction of the Justices' courts.

The Grip Probably Re*pon*lble for the 
Inrreaae. 

The monthly report of Secretary Lawlor 
of the Boara of Health shows a considera- 
ble increase in the death list. The total 
number of deaths for March was609, while 
the total for the same month last year was 
565. or 44 less. 

Of the total number of persons who died 
381' were males and 228 females. The prin- 
cipal causes were: Consumption 109, 
pneumonia 98, heart disease 44, bronchitis 
30, cancer 30. There were 17 casualties and 
3 homicides. Three of the total number 
were above 90 years of age, 90 were under 
1 year, while 70 were getween 20 and 30. 
Indirectly the grip is thought to have 
been responsible for the increase. 

Of their distribution in the city 136 wire 
recorded from the Eleventh Ward (which 
includes most of the hospitals and 
asylums), 81 in the Twelfth Ward, 62 in 
the Tenth, 51 in the Fourth and 35 in the 
Eighth. 

Dr. .Tames' Remains Exhumed. 

The remains of Dr. Charles A. James, who it 
is alleged died from poison on January 28 last, 
were exhumed yesterday. Coroner Hawkins 
has learned that the body was embalmed, so it 
will be almost impossible to trace the poison if 
any was administered.

Engineer Holmes' Changes fn 
the Ferry Depot Tower to 
Be Made. 



A BIO SAVING TO THE STATE. 



No More Work to Be Let Until the 
Investigation 19 Com- 
pleted. 



The Board of Harbor Commissioners, at 
its regular meeting yesterday, decided to 
modify the plans and specifications for the 
tower foundation outside of the seawall, 
in accordance with the suggestions of State 
Engineer Howard Holmes. Instead of be- 
ing a solid mass, the foundation will be 
arched as the completed portion has been. 
A. Page Brown, the architect, objected to 
the changes some time ago, and addressed 
the folowing letter to the poard : 

San Francisco, March 26, 1895. 

To the Honorable Board of State Harbor Com- 
missioners, San Francisco, €al. — Dear Sirs: In 
answer to the reply of Chief Engineer Holmes 
to my letter dated December 5, 1894, I beg 
leave to submit the following statement: 

Kegardine: the matter of making a change 
from 270 piles, as shown on original plans, to 
196 piles under tower pier, as suggested by Mr. 
Holmes, wonid sav that I do not deem It im- 
possible to drive the number of piles shown on 
original plans if the piles were driven each 
wav from the east and west center line of pier, 
and do not think that, if proceeded with in 
that manner, it would cause unequal displace- 
ment of mud. The concrete pier over the pil- 
ing is shown in the contract plans as one 
monolith tied together in every direction with 
steel beams and railroad iron, thus distribut- 
ing the accumulated Weight of t^e (our legs of 
tower equally of 40x53 feet. The ■ .ange pro- 
posed by Mr. Holmes virtually cuts this pier 
into four parts, whereby the possibility ot un- 
equal settlement is greatly enhanced, and I 
do not believe that the amount saved jnstifies 
the risk. 

As regards the question of anchorage it Is im- 
possible to figure the resistance on a dead- 
weight basis, as the Items of leverage and pos- 
sible earthquake disturbances tend, In my 
opinion, to demand a sufficient anchorage and 
a monolith foundation. The tower, with floors 
in and carrying a floor load ol 120 pounds per 
foot, will weigh 2502 tons, as shown on the ac- 
cepted drawings, and 1 certainly tail to see 
where a saving of 500 tons could be made in 
weight without seriously endangering the 
safety of the structure. Very truly yours.

Engineer Holmes argued that the 
changes could be made, and at a saving of 
about $8000 to the State. Mr. Brown has 
evidently concluded that the engineer's 
way of thinking is Correct, for yesterday he 
submitted a joint report in conjunction 
with Mr. Holmes recommending the modi- 
fications. 

Commissioner Cole drew attention to the 
fact that the foundation would be com- 
pleted in July and that it was time to re- 
ceive bids for the Union ferry building. 

President Colnon objected to any more 
work being done on the seawall until the 
investigation started by Governor Budd 
was completed. 

"There has been a great deal of scaudal 
attached to the ferry foundation, " said 
Mr. Colnon, "and the public is desirous 
that the matter shall be probed to the bot- 
tom. I know that Governor Budd is 
anxious to see all doubt as to the character 
Ofthe work cleared up before anymore 
money is expended. I would suggest that 
Professor Soule of the Berkeley University 
and the professor of engineering of the 
Stanford University be appointed to eo 
over the foundation and report to this 
board." 

On motion the secretary was instructed 
to notify the professors of their appoint- 
ment.

Annual Meeting of the Association and 
Rlectlon of Officer*. 

The members of the Italian-Swiss Agri- 
cultural Colony held, their fourteenth an- 
nual meeting at the office of the corpora, 
tion, 524 Montgomery street, last evening 
Secretary A. Sbarboro read his annual 
report, which showed the association to 
have been organized in 1881; that a tract 
of land consisting of 1500 acres was pur- 
chased at Astj, Sonoma County, near Cio- 
vcrdale, one-half of which has been set out 
in fine varieties of wine grapes and a por- 
tion in fruit trees. 

The association has erected one of the 
largest wineries in the State and its wine 
has acquired a wide reputation. A town is 
being formed by the colonists, who have 
already a postotfice. schoolhou.se, railroad 
station and many families. 

Directors were re-elected as follows : 

P. C. Rossi, Dr. G. OHino, A. Merle, C. A. 
Malm, I. Cuenin, M. J. Fontana, D. Paronl, P. 
Canepa and A. Sbarboro. 

The board subsequently met and elected 
the following officers:

CELEBKATES HER RELEASE 



A Notorious Woman Sue* a Notorlou* 
for a Small Amount of 
Money. 



Two people of wide note in unsavory 
circles were before Justice of the Peace 
Groezinger yesterday, and for the small 
sum Of $14 50 made public another chapter 
of their peculiar careers. 

Dr. Mary Goodwin, alias Dr. Belinda 
Laphame, was the plaintiff, and the defend- 
ant was Dr. F. F. Lord. 

Dr. Laphame has been in the Police 
Courts several times upon charges which 
have always failed to be proven; one of the 
times it was for causing the death of a 
Hay wards girl by. an unlawful operation; 
another was for a similar operation on a 
young girl south of Market street, and the 
latest vras for causing the death Of a va- 
riety actress by the same means, and for 
this she remained in jail some time. She 
was acquitted and released December 23 
last, and on her first promenade up Mar- 
ket street she met a congenial spirit, Dr. 
Lord. 

She told the story on the stand yester- 
day in the Justices' Court, tie coneratu- 
lated her on her release from jail and said 
he was hungry. She said she was hungry, 
too, and lie said he would take her up to 
Westtrfeld's for lunch. He did so and 
subsequently they went together to her 
room, where they 'drank a bottle of wine, 
afterward they went to his (Dr. Lord's) of- 
fice and then to a Mrs. Case's house, where 
they had another bottle of wine. While 
here, the woman testified, he took $20 from 
his pocketbook, saying he needed it, and 
the three went to the California Market, 
where they had oysters and porter. He re- 
turned $5 50 of the money, but subse- 
quently refused to return more. 
' Dr. Lord told much the same story, but 
said the woman.gave him the money with 
which to celebrate her release from jail. 
He said he knew Mrs. Goodwin, or Lap- 
hame, as. the Gypsy Queen. After they 
took Mrs. Case home they went to a saloon 
kept bv George Fredericks, where they had 
a couple of pousse cafes. They met some 
other women thereto whom Mrs. Goodwin 
said if they got into trouble they had only 
to come to her. 

Mrs. Case corroborated the defendant, 
saying tnat Mrs. Goodwin handed the 
money to Lord.

Trout-Catchers Report That 
the Streams Are Too 
High. 



The Governor Asked to Appoint a 
Commissioner From the 
South. 



Some of the anglers who took their de- 
parture from this city last Saturday with 
the intention of having the first whip of 
the season at favorite streams have re- 
turned, and report that the creeks are too 
high for good fishing. Messrs. Swan, 
O'Rourke, Williams and Douglas attacked 
the -Glen Ellen stream and some of its 
tributaries on Monday, but they retired 
from the whip 'after a few hours' fishing 
somewhat disgusted with their luck. The 
stream is yet too high, and the recent 
freshet has resulted in decreasing the appe- 
tites of the steelhead inhabitants, who 
would not be tempted with either roe, 
shrimp, worm, spoon or fly. The largest 
fish taken on Monday weighed three 
pounds. It was landed from a pool oppo- 
site the Mprvyn Hotel. Mr. Williams said 
that dynamite must have been used in the 
pools uetween Glen Elleti and the dam, as 
lie had found many small fishes on the 
banks that bore indications of having been 
killed by 6ome explosive. Nevertheless 
there are a good many small trout in the 
creek that will afford good sport for anglers 
just as soon as the water becomes clear. 
The best-killing fly on the Sonoma at this 
season of the year is Benn's Royal Coach- 
man. 

Reports from Paper-mill Creek, La- 
gunitas and otherstreams in Marin County 
are much the same as have been received 
from those who had fished the Sonoma 
Creek, viz. : water too high and off color. 
. Some members of the Country Club did 
fairly Well by worming the small creek that 
meanders through Bear Valley. Several ■ 
nicely sired trout tilled the creels of the 
lucky club anglers. The Olema Creek 
panned out very well for those who fished 
that stream. Contractor McLaughlin 
caught fifty nice fish in Purissima Creek, 
and says that the trout of that favorite re- 
sort have not yet finished spawning, as 
many of the fish he had taken contained 
roe or milt. The Taylor brothers of South 
San Francisco fished the San Gregorio and 
Purissima creeks and report having had 
good success, returning, with well-filled 
baskets of small fish. Should the weather 
remain fine all the creeks will be in good 
order by next Sunday, and good sport 
should follow.

A gentleman pos- 
sessing this knowledge in the fullest degree, a 
pioneer of this section, a practical sportsman 
and angler, and an enthusiastic advocate of 
fish and game protection, has been selected by 
the sportsmen of the south, and heartily In- 
dorsed by our citizens of every class arid call- 
ing, and the Governor earnestly entreated to 
name him in the place of the old Commissioner 
yet serving, hut whose term has expired. . 

The sportsmen of the south have great con- 
fidence in Governor Budd ana believe that as 
soon as the pressof business left upon his hands 
by the adjournment of the Legislature is dis- 
patched he will consider our appeals for repre- 
sentation on the commission by one conversant 
with our needs and long Identified with our 
interests and answer our prayer in that spirit 
of justice which has characterized all his 
official acts. We believe that he fully realizes 
the comparative isolation which our remote 
situation from the home of the present com- 
missioners makes apparent, and fully under- 
stands the impracticability of any Board of 
Commissioners concerning our interests when 
none of whom are in any way acquainted with 
our country, Its needs and its conditions. 
Especially must this be so when these gentle- 
men have to serve without compensation.

patience and care they had taken in listen- 
ing to the evidence. "Thanks are due you 
from the citizens ol this commonwealth 
for your persistent attention to the affairs 
of this trial," said his Honor. After point- 
ing out that it was the duty of the prosecu- 
tion to first prove that a conspiracy existed 
beyond a reasonable doubt, then that, an 
offense was committed against the Gov- 
ernment, and lastly to show that an overt 
act was carried out, the court said: 

It is the doty of tha court to qeelare the law. 
It :'« your exclusive province and responsibility 
to apply the law so declared to thefacts a- you, 
upon yonr conscience, believe them to be estab- 
lished. ' ' 

The specific charge against Cassidy and 
Mayne was commented upon. All the

This brings us to a feature of thla charge, of 
conspiracy which you will bear in mind. It is 
not incumbent upon tne prosecution to. prove 
tha t all of the means set out in. the indictment 
were, in fact, agreed upon to carry out the con- 
spiracy, or that any of them were actually nsed 
or put in operation. It. will be sufficient li it.be 
established to your satisfaction and beyond a 
reasonable doubt that one or more of the 
means described in the indictment were to be 
used to execute that purpose. ■' 

Tht difference between "land grant" 
railroads such as the Central and Southern 
Pacific and those built by jirivate capital 
was commented upon.

judices or sympathies of a jury in favor of 
a prosecution or against the accused. They 
seek only equal and exact justice and ap- 
peal only to reason. In this light onlv is 
the case presented to you by the court, 
and it is with the utmost confidence in 
your reason and intelligence and in the 
fullest belief that you highly appreciate 
the important duty "imposed upon you that 
I commit this case to your patient and 
careful consideration." 

At the close of the charge Monteith 
asked for a recess of two hours. He said he 
was somewhat taken by surprise in the 
Government narrowing the charges down 
to cover the Palo Alto troubles. The charge 
of the court was a long one and he required 
time in which to formulate and note the 
exceptions. Judge Morrow did not think 
i that any time was required and refused to 
' take up any more of the. jury's time. "All 
your, exceptions have been noted,' J said 
the court "Some of them.were incorpor- 
ated in my charge and the others I refused 
to entertain." 

Monteith— But I" have a number of ex- 
ceptions to your Honor's charge to note. 
At this point United States District Attor- 
ney Foote broke in and said: "Your 
Honor, I have conceded every point asked 
for by Mr. Monteith, and I don't propose 
to concede another point." 

An argument followed, which resulted 
in J udge Morrow allowing Monteith to 
read his exceptions to the jury. 

That closed the case, and the jurors 
were then allowed to adjourn for lunch. 
At 2:30 r. at. they took up the considera- 
tion of the case and at 7 p. m. Marshal 
Baldwin took them out to dinner. After 
dinner they discussed the case for an hour 
with the result that an eight frfr conviction 
and four for acquittal decision was reached. 
A deadlock followed, and at 9:10 p. .m. they 
re-entered court and asked for further in- 
structions as to what constituted a con- ' 
spiracy. Judge Morrow reread that por- 
tion of his charge bearing oh the point 
and told the juror* that if the strikers 
agreed together to kill the engine at Palo 
Alto it was a conspiracy ana they were 
guilty. 

Juror Stout— Even, if there was no mail- 
car attached ? 

Judge Morrow — Yes. 

Monteith then asked that the court in- 
struct the jury that the evidence on the 
conspiracy charge wasall circumstantial, 
and that to constitute such a conspiracy as 
the court referred to under the trees at 
Palo Alto there must have been precon- 
certed action. ' ■ •: ■ ■ : 

Judge Morrow in accordance with the 
request told the jurors that most of the 
testimony Was circumstantial, but that 
the telegrams saying, "8trifceordered. Tie 
up everything;" could not be so classed. In 
the case at Palo Alto most Of the ftcts 
were admitted, and the jurv only had to 
decide upon the matter of intent. The 
jury retired again, arid at 11:15 p. m. as 
there was no sign of their arriving at a 
verdict they were locked up for the. night.. 
They will appear before Judge Morrow 
this morning at 10 o'clock.

hand, declares that when it came to busi- 
ness Wasserman trusted to no man's word, 
but hunted up well-read attorneys and con- 
sulted them upon all points which rose in 
his business transactions. 

As these opinions are radically different 
it is natural that they caused some friction 
between the attorneys. Wasserman was 
under Thomas' cross-examination all day 
and in the attorney's eager probing for 
the verification of his theory regarding 
Wasserman 's business acumen he ran 
against 8 host of objections from Born. 
Most of these objections served only to de- 
lay the case, however, for but few of them 
were sustained by the court. .'. 

Many of the questions in cross-examina- 
tion were devoted to ascertaining Wasser- 
man's idea of the value of the stock which, 
he says, was so ruthlessly torn from him 
by the machinations of Mr. Sloss. To this 
end he was asked a number of questions as 
to his knowledge of transfers of the stock 
of the Alaska Commercial Company and 
the prices paid. Wasserman knew of but 
one transfer, however, and this inclined 
rather to help than to binder his case. It 
was when the estate of his father Was being 
distributed that his sister, wishing to have 
the value of the shares in the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company instead of the shares 
themselves, was allowed $150 a share for 
Uie stock. It took several hours of objec- 
tions and round-about questions to bring 
out this information, however. 

Wasserman was also very pointedly 
questioned regarding his manipulation of 
his remaining 1000 shares of stock when 
he came to San Francisco from Paris to 
finally complete the transaction over the 
original 400 shares. At that time be feared 
that having been away from the I'nited 
States so long he might have lost his citi- 
zenship, and by holding the stock as ah 
alien, thereby jeopardize the chances of 
the company in securing the new lease. 
He, therefore, indorsed his stock Oyer to 
Mr. Sloss conditionally. 

Unon this point Mr. Thomas showed alt 
insa'tiatabie greed for testimony . He Wanted 
to know whether Mr. Wasserman had not 
consulted a lawyer as to bis position, and 
how far his indorsement to Sloss com- 
mitted him. Also if . he had pot gone to 
Washington for that purpose, in defiance 
of the fact that Mr. SIobs had said it would 
be all right. It was drawn from the wit-, 
ness that he had been . to Washington and 
had consulted a lawyer, and then Mr.

Every sjeat in the theater 
seemed to be occupiedj. arid the warmest 
applanse was given to a performance that 
seldom rose above mediocrity. 

The occasion was the debut pf Miss 
Marie Burroughs in a Shakespearean role. 
Almost more than the usual number of 
cute had been made in the play, but as it 
Was, the performance proved so long that 
the: audience had perceptibly diminished 
before the final scene in the tomb of the 
Capulett 

Miss Burroughs as a pietUreeque Juliet 
was a complete success, hut judging from 
last night s performance she has some- 
thing to learn and still more to unlearn 
before she can stand forth as a really great 
Shakespearean actress. - For a first attempt 
i0 anew and difficult line, however, there 
Waa much to praise in her acting last 
night. She was weakest in the beginning 
of theplay, for lovely to behold as she was 
in the ballroom and balcony scene, there 
was npthing of Uie winning girlish aban- 
don that should characterize an ideal 
Juliet in Miss Burrotighs'elocutionary dia-

Miss Marion 
Abbot did not make the nurse the charnv 
ing old woman that Miss Sterling and 
other great nurses have made her; on the 
contrary, she introduced some unaffected 
touches of caricature into the rple. The 
rest'of the support Was wptthy neither pf 
much blame nor praise.

FACTS FOR THE ORCHARDIST. 



Matters of Interest to Stockmen. 
Mutton and Wool In 
California. 



Readers of this department are invited 
to write to the Agricultural Editor of the 
Call and state what they would plant with 
a view of securing the greatest income if 
they owned twenty acres of unimproved 
land in their vicinity, giving reasons. 

The Cunningham irrigation law, recently 
passed in Idaho, provides that the legal 
•.tandurd of measurement for water in that 
Stiite shall he "a cubic foot ot water per 
.-e.-oiid.". Thus in Idaho the miner's inch 
measurement no lo nger prevails. : 

The Florida Agriculturist condoles witn 
the unfortunate OTanee-growers of the 

sunnv South because of the loss occasioned 
bv the late frosts, but remarks quite cheer- 
fully at the close that the cold weather 
killed a great many insects which, had be- 
come serious factors in Florida fruit-grow- 
ing. • •'. .'. ■,: 

The necessity of properly draining and 
reclaiming the vast area of tule. and marsh 
lands in this State becomes everyday more 
apparent. The land is now cheap, and yet 
if reclaimed would take its place among 
the mo?t valuable soils in the United States, 
especially for market gardening. '..'.-' 

The profit secured by wheat-growers 
varies widely. This fact has been brought 
more prominently forward recently by the 
figures published by the Rural Press and 
the CaLl, The greatest income per acre is 
generally secured bv those who farm upon 
a large scale. <This is a fact, notwithstand- 
ing the argument that those who farm 
Small tracts are likely to most thoroughly 
till the soil. Land 'can be farmed more 
cheaply when it is done on a large scale. 
Labor can be used to better advantage and 
men and teams can be fed at a reduced 
cost. \\*here traction engihescan be used 
. land can be cultivated ana seeded for a t»u.t 
two^thirds the cost per acre incurred by 
those who use single plows drawn by 
horses. Combined harvesters may also be 
economically used. The fact remains, how- 
. ever, that the business is less profitable 
now than it has been. It is so, however, 
because of the increase in the value of the 
Jand rather than from any other cause. 
The ratio of profit increases very rapidly 
'harry case with the product per acre, In 
this direction, then, seems to lie the oppor- 
tunity for improvement. Irrigation and 
fertilization will double and treble both 
output and profit. 

Too many Pacific Coast papers have 
fallen into "the habit of offering advice to 
the farmers. 

A newspaper not a thousand miles from 
San Francisco printed every springy for 
many years an anticle entitled "riant 
Trees." It offered no suggestions as to 
the kind of trees, implying only that fruit 
trees were referred to". The editor, how- 
ever, thought it was a nicely, worded arti- 
cle/and that it outlined a road to wealth, 
over which every farmer ought to be trav- 
eling. So he wentoyer the file every spring, 
clipped the plant-trees article and pub- 
lished it. 

Subsequently this same editor purchased 
a fifty acre plat of land. The sou was rich 
and "suited especially to almonds. He 
planted table grapes, however, and as the 
vicinity is visited every afternoon by a 
trade wind from the coast the grapes do 
not thrive. As a result, the crop is sold to 
Chinamen and Italians at a very low 
figure. y" "• : ' 

Judgment is as necessary in agriculture 
and horticulture as in other lines of busi- 
ness. It is not wiser to advise people to 
plant trees than it would be to advise them 
ail to raise hogs. : 

Circumstances sometimes make profit- 
able the closest attention to one particular 
crop or product, to the exclusion of all by- 
products. Many wheat-growers, for in- 
stance, especially in California, find that 
they cannot afford to have hogs, dogs, 
cows, chickens, turkeys, geese, pigeons' 
and ducks running through the wheat 
fields, and as many more have found it 
unprofitable to build inclosures, pens, 
houses and barns in order to establish 
poultry -yards, breeding-pens, etc., and 
then hire a man to watch a man to look 
after them. 

Not every farmer can add to his bank 
account by purchasing a few chickens, 
gome could" not acquire wealth even if they 
bought a hog and made a ham, and a few 
who have planted trees are not yet mil- 
lionaires. 

v Given . other business qualifications, 
those succeed best who understand the re- 
lation of soils to plants, the meteorologi- 
cal conditions which prevail in a given 
. locality, and how best to market fruit after 
it is grown. . . • . 

All fruits can be crystallized. Those 
easiest handled are the apricot, nectarine, 
cherry and fig, 

"Cherries and pears demand good soil. 
Cherry trees can easily be injured by too 
much irrigation. 

"Of all the fruits canned in California the 
apricot is the favorite in New York and 
Chicago markets. 

. . The cherry demands free, damp soil, in 
which water does not stand within fifteen 
feet of the surface. • 

. Figs arc first mentioned in Genesis Hi :7, 
concerning the making of fig-leaf aprons 
by Adam and Eve. 

Almonds will make better returns from 
leaner lauds than any other product except 
. vines, olives or figs. 

There is a general adaptation of tree to 
root, and apples do the best on apples, 
prunes on prunes, etc. 

The culture of the paper-shell almond is 
very profitable. California fruit brings 
more than the imported: 

Trees should never be planted more than 
one inch deeper than they were in the 
nursery. Many trees are smothered by 
being planted too deep. 
. Often exposed hillsides are warmer than 
protected valleys, the constant motion of 
the air acting as a preventive of frost. . 

Orchardists claim that buds selected 
from the upper side of limbs have a greater 
weight-bearing power than buus from the 
under side. 

Considering that the area of land suit- 
able for cherry culture is limited, cherries 
will no doubt for many years be one of the 
most profitable fruits to raise. 

Low, moist lands of creek bottoms are 
more frequently visited by frost than up- 
lands because the warm air rises after the 
sun has set and cold air rushes in to take 
its place. 

Peaches need a rich, deep, mellow soil. 
The favorite varieties for drying are Early 
Crawford, Foster, Newha'l, Marys Choice 
and Muir. The Salway is not so popular 
as it once was. 

Apples should be planted at least thirty- 
five feet apart. Forty is better. Apple 
trees should always be grafted on whole 
roots. Trees grafted on piece roots are 
likely to blow over, and will not live much 
more than half as long as those planted 
properly. 

A. T. Hatch states that the cost of prun- 
ing and cultivating a fruit orchard for the 
fourth year is about $15 per acre. It is in 
some instances not more than %" per acre, 
and occasionally exceeds the greater sum. 
-It is almost impossible to give figures ap- 
plying in a general way, as the cost varies 
greatly. 

In the absence of the preparations 
.usually used, an emulsion made of two 
parts of kerosene and one part of milk that 
has just turned sour, diluted with twenty- 
live parts of water, and applied as a 
shower-bath through any kind of a spray- 
ing syringe, will usually kill insects on 
flowers and house plants. 

Dr. J. M. Gilstrap of Oakland hS2 



patented a very simple process of main- 
taining an even temperature in fruit cars 
during transportation; He proyidesa tank 
of water and allows the water to drip upon 
burlaps hung in the car. Such a plan> 
would certainly by means of evaporation 
insure a low temperature, but it would also 
make the atmosphere humid, which is not 
desirable^ in fact, it could not well be 
otherwise than hurtful. 

Cherry-Growing In Santa Clara Valley. 

H. G. Keesling of San Jose gives the Cal- 
ifornia Cultivator a sketch of his views on 
the cherry crop in answer to questions as 

follows: 

What are the three most popular varie- 
ties, and why are they considered so? 
Black Tartarian, Royal Anne and Black Re- 
publican. They are all three good in qual- 
ity and excellent shipper*, A cherry that 
will not ship long distances must be dis- 
carded, for our local markets are always 
glutted. 

Which variety bears the best and what 
is the average yield per acre for the three 
varieties? The'Royal Anne is the heaviest 
bearer; some trees in this section have 
borne over 1000 poiinus per tree, hut these 
are great exceptions. Probably 200 to 300 
pounds of Roval Anneand 100 to 150of Tar- 
tarian and Republican is a fair average 
yield. 

What was the average price received for 
the fruit the past season? I suppose yon 
mean net price to us from Eastern ship- 
ments. As we are among the heaviest 
shippers from this point our receipts.will 
probably be average. They were about 
23 cents per box, out of which we must pay 
for picking, boxes and packing box. 

At what ag6 does a cherry tree come into 
bearing, andare they a long or a short 
lived tree in California? Black Tartarians, 
fivevears; Royal Anne, eight years; and 
black Republican, five years. They are 
not generally considered a long-lived tree. 

What variety of soil is best adapted to 
the cherry? Deep sandy loam, or what 
we call "here "sediment land. Heavy, 
hard soil will not do for cherries. They 
are' a tender tree, particular as to location 
and easily injured by drouth. '• v 

The cost of producing cherries is some- 
what more than other fruits. The trees 
cost more to begin with and are longer 
coming into bearing than apricot, peach or 
prune. They are verv expensive to pick 
and prepare" for market. They must . be 
marketed when ready and will not Wait 
for markets to clear up or for the settle- 
ment of a strike of pickers or packers. 
They must go to market in refrigerator cars 
at a "cost of, say 3}^ cents a pound. 

Curing Apricot* tn Australia. 

One of the greatest fruit-growing districts 
in Australia is that in the vicinity of Mil- 
dura. The growing of raisin grapes is one 
of the principal industries, but consider- 
able attention is now being paid to apri- 
cots. The method of sulphuring followed 
there is much different from that followed 
in California. Here the fruit is sulphured 
for a few hours only, and sometimes but a 
few moments, while in Australia the fruit 
is subjected to the sulphur fumes all night. 
Of course their fruit is handsomely- 
bleached, but, we judge, is not very suit- 
able as an article of diet. 



Horses should never be allowed to stand 
oh a wooden floor. It Is very trying to the 
limbs and feet. 

A foundered horse can be greatly re- 
lieved by causing him to stand in water. 
It should be deep enough to cover the 
hoofs. 

The man who raises a horse with suf- 
ficient size, proper shape and action, fitted 
for use in phaeton, ear or coach, will find 
an encouraging market. 

Some horses naturally carry their heads 
higher than do others. A horse that is 
checked too high never travels naturally, 
as he cannot see where he is going to step. 
A horse so checked always throws his 
front feet awkwardly. 

A horse should never be allowed to stand 
facing a cold wind. This is especially 
dangerous when the horse is warm from 
exercise. A Horse tied in the shade of a 
tree, facing a wind, after having been 
rapidly driven, is almost certain to Incur a 
fata! congestion of the lungs. 

The training of any kind of an animal 
rests Upon the bond of sympathy which 
exists between the trainer and the animal. 
Patience and forbearance are always neces- 
sary. A whip stands for authority and 
punishment in the eyes ot all animals, and 
properly used is of great use. 

The horse market, like all other markets, 
is subject to seasons of depression. The 
best time to commence to breed horses for 
the market is when horses are cheap. 
Growers are then prepared to profit by the 
increased demand and larger prices which 
alwavs follow. It is the law of trade the 
world over and is immutable. Prices 
never remain long either at top or bottom 
figures. . 

Food is fuel. If the barn is not made 
warm the stock consumes more hav. 

Cotton may be raised in California, but 
is not grown because there are many other 
crops that may be raised .more profitably. 

Beans contain two and a half times as 
much muscle-forming nutriment as corn 
has, and are not as heating. They are, 
therefore, suitable as food for workhorses. 

Flaxseed usually sells for from |2 25 to 
$2 50 per cental in'San Francisco. It yields 
less per acre than wheat, but in many lo- 
calities is more profitable. 

It pays to remove all the mud from 
wagons and implements, repaint and prop- 
erly house them. Harness may be cleaned, 
oiled and repaired and much work done 
that will facilitate further work later on.— 
Salt Lake Herald. 

Wheat bran is good food for horses, but 
should not be depended upon exclusively. 
Care should be taken not to feed bran that 
has soured. Bran sours quickly H moist- 
ened, and feed boxes should be kept scrup- 
ulously clean, including the corners. 

The "black mud which may usually be 
found in lake bottoms and along sloughs 
is very useful in keeping horses' hoofs soft 
and allaying any fevered condition that 
may have arisen. The mud may be plas- 
tered into' the hoof and left there over 
night. It is very grateful to a tired horse. 

Charles Cawrey of Fresno reports a curi- 
ous freak. He has a heifer calf, 13 months 
old, which is, without any excuse for 
doing so, giving milk. Mr. Cawrey is milk- 
ing the animal daily. 

Irish moss, which grows so freely on the 
shores of the Atlantic, and which is gath- 
ered and sold to grocers eventually to be 
used in making Diane mange, does not 
grow in California. It might pay some 
enterprising farmer along the seacoast to 
import and transplant some of it. 

Some hog-raisers in Morrow County, 
Oregon, are buying plus horses and feed- 
ing them to hogs. John Markley has fed to 
his swine about 00 horses, and Jesse Finley, 
another hog-raiser, has utilized the same 
number. They pay for them from 50 cents 
to $3 50 each, knock them in the head, skin 
them, then throw their carcasses in the 
hog pen. It is said that Mr. Markley has 
fed his hogs on horse flesh so long" that 
now if one rides or leads a horse into the 
pen the hogs will rush at him, and it is 
with difficulty that they are prevented 
from devouring him. 

According to a late report of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture for 1893 the seeds pur- 
chased by the Government for distribution 
by the department in 1891 cost $40,000, and 
the expense of putting up and distributing 
them was $50,675 75. The ratio of expense 
incurred in the purchase of seeds and the 
cost of their distribution seems to need 
looking into.

Then I explain to him that it is our cus- 
tom, and point out also that the mineral 
water bill would be a good thing to show 
his wife when he gets home, and this usu- 
ally strikes him as a good idea and he puts 
it in his pocket chuckling.

SAYS HE IS J. F. D ALTON. 



Programme of the Mayday Cycle 
Races-Nearly Wrecked a

Deputy Constable Teague of West Oak- 
land arrested a voting man at Golden Gate 
station at noon yesterday oh the sus- 
picion that he might be John Brady, the 
robber, who escaped after Jciiling Sheriff 
John J. Bogard at the recent hold-up at 
Reeds station. 

The prisoner wore a. dark -green strester 
.and suit and bore a fair resemblance to the 
fngitive highwayman, though an examina- 
tion of his teeth showed that they wer? 
sound, while those of Brady arc supposed 
to be plentifully supplied with, gold liv- 
ings'. • ■ 

He gave his name as John F. Dalton and 
bis business as- that of a barber, claiming to 
live on Bay street in San Francisco. He 
was searched and the contents of his 
pockets revealed the fact that he is a 
morphine fiend, a hypodermic syringe 
and a bottle of the insidious drug being 
found. The presence of these articles led 
Betective Denny Hoiimid, who performed 
the office of chief inquisitor, to believe that 
he was not a train-robber, the officer's ex- 
perience with such people having taught 
him that victim- of the morphine habit 
are usually devoid of the courage neces- 
sary for such daring operations as Brady 
is believed to : have been engaged in. 

The suspect had been, loafing around the 
station fnr several hours before' the Consta- 
ble took hirii into custody, and was appar- 
ently waiting for a chance to catch an out- 
going freight train. C. A. ;tfcoville, who 
: Jja<t si »n the photographs of Brady and his 
corifeiierate In the robbery, took a good 
Jbdk at the prisoner and said that while he 
certainly did bear . soma resemblance to 
Brady he was quite sure he was not the 
iniu-h-want«d robber. ■ 

To make sure that no chance of earning 
the $l.i,560 reward now offered for Brady 
should, slip through his fingers Teague 
placed a charge of vagrancy againt-t the 
man and. wired to Captain" Lees oi San 
Francisco to come over and interview the 
suspect. 

The man under arrest has the scar of a 
knife cut on his neck and another between 
the fingers of. his. riglft hand. His lips 
protrude like Brady's and his general ap- 
pearance tallies with the pictures of Brady. 

He laughs at the idea that he has had 
any connection with a robberv, and says 
. that be. '-'was merely oiu on a. little trip to 
get the. country air. He says that friends 
of his. Irani San Francisco will come to 
Oakland. to-daV and convice the Sheriff 
and Constable that he is not the man they 
imagine he is. He will- be held for further 
^identification.

LiS OF SELF-DEFENSE, 



A Peculiar Point Brought Out 
by the Supreme 
Court. 



The Rights of an Original Aggressor 
to Defend Himself Are 
Defined. 



One of the most peculiar questions 
which has enlivened the opinions rendered 
by the Supreme Court in some time was 
brought into the decision of a case yester- 
day. The case was that of Charles Button, 
who, after a trial upon a charge of murder, 
was convicted of manslaughter. 

While out camping with several others, 
and while the whole party was well under 
the influence of liquor, Button assaulted 
one of the party, who was lying upon the 
ground in a drunken stupor, his head 
resting upon a stone. Without apparent 
provocation Button jumped upon his up- 
turned face and stamped upon it until it 
was almost unrecognizable; then, seized 
with remorse, he hunted up his horse and 
saddled it preparatory to leaving the camp. 

While thus engaged, however, and about 
fifteen minutes after his brutal assault, the 
man he had attacked came after Button 
with a knife. He was disarmed, and then 
he grabbed his rifle, and as he was ap- 
proaching Button the second time, the 
rifle in his hand, Button shot him. The 
plea was sel: defense, in that Button had 
tried to avoid a second quarrel. 

In dealing with the question the Su- 
preme Court holds that he who first pro- 
vokes a quarrel and then tries to prevent 
further altercation is allowed to defend 
himself, provided the other man under- 
stands that such is the intention of his 
opponent. Should the second man be will- 
fully blind to the overtures of peace being 
made, he must take the consequences, but 
should the original assault be of so brutal 
a nature that he is deprived of his reason- 
ing power, then the actions of his oppo- 
nent in defending himself cannot be ex- 
cused by the plea of self-defense. It is 
then practically but an assault, while in 
the former case it is, in the eyes of the 
court, two distinct offenses— the first with 
the original assailant as the offender, the 
second with his opponent as the guilty one.

will be practically of the same construction, 
but what few improvements are found neces- 
sary will be made. 

In referring to the tariff of refrigeration 
charges I would like to draw your attention to 
the material reduction on the old rates, vary- 
ing from £35 per car, Sacramento to Chicago, 
to $60 per car, Sacramento to Boston. This 
does not include all the reduction, as von w ill 
notice in the circular that the rates quoted are 
irrespective of weight, as we will not charge 
anything extra on excess over 24,000 pounds. 
One other feature of the new tariff I would 
mention, namely, the still further reduction 
on cars that are forwarded with the ventilators 
open to our main icing station at Truckee.

TALK OF THE BOULEVARD. 



Advantages of the Finer but 
More Expensive Foot- 
hill Route. 



THE COUNTY BO AD FAVORED. 



Nat Brlttan and Others Want the 
Greatest Clorl«s Re- 
vealed 



The projected boulevard between Golden 
Gate PaTk and San Jose has already such 
promising prospects of success that the 
best routes are now being discussed by 
many people in a very energetic way. .- 

The Mission road out of thecjtw from the 
ends of Mission and Valencia streets, 
which, with the San .Bruno road, is the 
only exit from thocity, is at present left out 
of consideration by everybody. It is hilly ; 
it is now in a bad condition for miles; is 
occupied by car tracks ; rnns throngh ofjcn- 
Bive surrounding;! and is laden with heavy 
traffic. The boulevard will leave the south 
Bide of the park, swing n round by Ingle- 
side and join the county highway between 
Baden and Milbrae. 

The route from the park will be pictur- 
esque and interesting, but ht Milbrae the 
glory of the west side of the bay begins, 
and "from thence on the route is open to 
discussion. So far the great majority of 
those interested in the boulevard favor the 
county road, which runs along the stretch 
of level plain and : closely follows the rail- 
road. Along some of the most interesting 
portions of the route it lies one and two 
miles from the -beautiful foothills; 

Many who look at the boulevard project 
• in a large wav and who would like lo see it 
attain its greatest possibilities, areue that 
for a .large part Of the. distance it -should 
leave the San Jose highway anil run by 
new routes along the foothills. This would 
take it close to a- constant succession of 
picturesque nooks and canyons,, afforj at 
Bianv points, bv its elevation, iin imposing 
view' of the valley., bay and towhs to the 
east, while bringing the hills and moun- 
tains nearer, and from an artistic point of 
view would make the drive more superb 
and inspiring. : That the. foothill route 
would be the ideal one is generally con- 
ceded, but a large majority of the backers 
of the enterprise in San Mateo County say 
that the county road is the only practicable, 
route at present. It is now a good high- 
way and would require Dut widening, 
macadamizing and beautifying. A foot- 
hill driveway would cost much more for 
rights of way and be more expensive to 
build. ' Bcsides/as most of the voters live 
along the county road, they would oppose, 
a diversion of the travel. 

Along one section of the way, however, 
the foothill route may possibly be found 
available. From Belmont south to Meplo 
Park the county rOad is not 36 thickly 
populated and along that stretch the foot- 
hills are especially magnificent. They are 
so far from main highways that they have 
been sparsely popnlated. In .Belmont 
Canyon Ralston pui't his famouscoumry 
home. : A littni to the south, at the end (if 
a private road from San Carlos, Nat J. 
Brittan has. his magnificent and interest- 
ing home.- Tihiothy Guy Phelps has made 
his home a little farther south, and a few 
others have gone into those pretty nooks 
and exquisite surroundings to live.: 

A road runs from Belmont lip the canyon 
to the mountains and another one runs. 



ahead of anything in the world. It would be 
San Francisco's trump card. 

This citv has now the miserable Mission road 
as Its only outlet by land. No other city In 
the world ii in such a position, and no other 
city in the world has so fine an opportunity to 
have a boulevard that would be world famous. 
That boulevard would pay every mortgage 
between here and San Jose and In- 
crease the value of property many 
tiroes. The region through which it would 
run would be a revelation, and thou- 
sands would long to live in such a country. 
As beautiful as that stretch of country down 
the bar seems from the county road, its true 
beauties are almost unknown. They lie in and 
by the foothills, and they have always been 
passed from north to south and crossed from 
eaai to west. There is thiscity's great future 
suburban wgion. There is where its villas are 
10 be. To drive through that region is to want 
to stay there. Katnre has lavwhed richness 
and beauty on it and it is unexcelled in the 
world as a place for homes. . 

My idea of the boulevard is that it should 
start from the park and swing to the south 
along the foothills with everything above and 
below. It mav be necessary to circle into the 
county road, but that should be lett as much as 
possible to traffic for which it is the natural 
route.' In leaving the park there is a magnin- 
eentvlew of park and ocean, while Tainalpais 
towers ih one direction and on a clear day the 
Sierra* can- be-seen in- another. 

As far as possible the boulevard should skirt 
tha foothills: They are the unparalleled 
beauties of that region. No winds, no fogs, 
warmer In winter and cooler in summer than 
the lowlands they have the most equable 
climate in the world. Anything can be raised 
to perfection, and with all the beauties and 
maun I licence there only man is vile. A drive 
bv that route would continually open new 
vistas. It would overlook the richest plains in 
the world, the bav. the mountains beyond, the 
Pterras in the far distance, while the Santa 
f rut Mountains rise majestically close at hand 
and everv few minutes little valleys and little 
canyons, would open to the enchanted view. 
The' beauties or the foothills there have so far 
been left mainly to the cow and her calf. 
Nature has been prodigal there and I have 
seen no place in the world that compares with 
that long stretch of foothill region. 

It would be easy to take in this region from 
Belmont south bv using the two miles of road 
skirting the foothills, called the Alameda de 
las Pulgas, and continuing the route south- 
ward. That drive would be simply incompara- 
ble. There are manv famous drives in the 
world, like the Riviem, that are available dur- 
ing part of the year, but here would be a drive 
that would be used the vear round, and es- 
peciallv in winter. Now is the time to bufldtt, 
when land ts cheaper than it ever will be 
again, and the property-owners are ready for 
it. Thev can have my orchard or anything 
else needed from me and I'll move my house if 
it's in the wav. The three counties should take 
hold of the boulevard and build it. .It would 
be for each of them the greatest and most 
Valuable improvement they could acquire.

Accord iiig to every suggestion' -yet advanced the boulevard would run from the south en* 
trance of Golden Gate Park over a portion of the Almshouse road, south to Ingleside and tlie 
flew racetrack, and then, passing Lake Merced; swing along the foothills back of Colma to a 
junction Hith the county roadbeiween Baden and Milbrae. By the most general plant it 
would then, follow the county road to San Jose. Many active backers of the bowlerard favor 
running by new routes nearer the foothills 1 . • This is especially urged south of Belmont.

westward from. Redwood City into the hills. 
Some time ago Mr. Brittan ami a few 
others secured the opening of a splendid 
drive, two miles-long,' connecting these 
two roads a mile or so west of the'eouhty 
road. It is suggested that the boulevard 
leave the county road at Belmont , and.

Mayor Sutro Says It Is a Part of 
a Plan to Spoil His 
Franchise. 



There was a clash yesterday morning be- 
tween the workmen employed in the con- 
struction of the Sutro electric railroad to 
the Cliff House and the officials of the 
California-street cable railroad. The scene 
of the difficulty was the corner of Califor- 
nia street and Central avenue, where the 
proposed line to the ocean beach turns 
from Central avenue into California street. 

The track on Central avenue has been 
laid for some time, and now that it is pro- 
posed to rush through the construction of 



laid their responsibility ceased, as far as our 

roadbed was concerned, and we would 
have to pay money out for expenses. 
But neither Mr. Sutro nor his attorneys would 
come to any agreement as to money 
to be paid. Xcttng under instructions from 
our attorney I went out there this morning 
with my assistants, all of whom are entitled to 
carry pistols, and ordered work stopped. 
We did not point our guns at any one, 
and we made no bluff to shoot any one. I know 
I would not kill a man except in self-defense, 
and the other two feel the same way. If Wil- 
liams savs we pointed a pistol at him he is 
wrong in his statement. He was forty feet 
away from the spot when we ordered the men 
to quit work. 

The proposition which our company sub- 
mitted to Sutro was that he run a single track 
250 feet on the south side of ours where his 
cars could go up or down without interfering 
with our switches or terminus in any way. He 
would not accept it and in fact we do not 
know just what he does want. 

Mayor Sutro tells a somewhat different 
story I He says that lie has held confer- 
ences with J. B. Stetson, president of the 
California-street road, H. E. Huntington 
and several attorneys interested, two of 
which conferences were on the ground and 
one in his office. He could not, he says, 
get them to offer any figures for the privi- 
lege of crossing their tracks. He was of the 
opinion that the whole affair was a part of 
a job on the part of the "oetopus" to steal 
awav his franchise through lstpse of time. 
He said : 

I have offered the California-street Railroad 
peopte one-third of the cost of theelectrlc poles 
which they have erected on California street, 
and also one-third of the maintenance of their 
road end. I also guaranteed them traffic any 
Wav thev suggested, and maintenance of their 
road bed at the junction under the supervision

the road, it was decided to construct the 
line into California street. One of the 
tracks would have to cross the California- 
street company's tracks, and it is this 
crossing that has proved to be the bone of 
contention. 

Bright and early yesterday morning the 
Sutro workmen appeared armed with ] 
picks, crowbars and sledge-hammers, pre- 
pared to dig up the concrete bed of the 
cable company's tracks in order that the | 
curve rails might be placed in position. | 

Early as they were, however, they found | 
that Superintendent Harris of the Cali- 1 
fornia-street company, Assistant Superin- 
tendent F. E. Chapin and Road-boss 
Alfred Bowes were also on hand. 

As soon as the Sutro men, under the j 
direction of Superintendent von Frank, | 
began to break into the road bed of the 1 
cable company the three officials of the 
latter company stepped forward and or- | 
dered that all further work be stopped. 
Each of the three men had a revolver in his 
hand, but the weapons were not raised in 
a threatening manner according to all 
accounts. 

Of the twenty laborers who began the 
work all but three or four stopped at the 
order and upon sight of the pistols. 
Among those who refused to recognize 
the order to quit were E. Williams and J. . 
H. Rouck. They insisted on going on with 
the work and some words passed between 
them and the California-street road 
officers. Superintendent von Frank, how- 
ever, stepped up at this juncture and or- 
dered that all work be suspended pending 
the arrival of the Mayor, for whom he had 
telephoned. All obeyed this order and for 
nearly an hour nothing was done. 

Then Mayor Sutro drove up in bis buggy, 
and upon learning of the situation at once 
sent word down to the Chief of Police, ask- 
ing for a squad erf officers. When the offi- 
cers appeared upon the scene orders were 
given that the laborers should be allowed 
to go on with the work of turning the outer 
track of the Sutro road into California 
street across the cable tracks. Superin- 
tendent Harris and his two supporters 
were thus eclipsed and the work went on. 

The laborers were, however, given con- 1 
sidcrable trouble-by the men in charge ot 
the cars on the cable route, who insisted , 
on stopping the cars on the tracks directly 1 
over the place where the Sutro men wanted 
to work. There was only one way to get 
around this, apparently, and that was to | 
tunnel under the tracks, which the men at 
work proceeded to do. As they went on 
with their*work, though, they placed brae- ! 
ing beams tinder the tracks, so that the I 
cable company could have no accident. 

Later in the day this difficulty was done 
away with, as Deputy Superintendent of 
Streets Matt Fallon went to the scene, and 
ordered that the cars should not be stopped 
on.the crossing of Central avenue. This 

fave the Sutro men a chance to work, 
here was no favoritism shown by Deputy 
Ftllon, though, for when giving the orders 
to move cars off the crossing, he also noti- 
fied the Sutro men to not obstruct Cali- 
fornia street by throwing piles of dirt 
promiscuously around. 

The trouble, however, did not end with 
the early morning session. Williams, one 
of the laborers who had been prevented 
from working by the sight of pistols dis- 
played by Harris and the others, went 
down to the City Hall and swore out war- 
rants for the arrest of Harris and Bowes 
upon charges of displaying a deadly 
weapon. I^ater they were arrested, but 
were released upon depositing $40 cash 
bail by Police Judge Joachimson. 

The stories of those who were closely 
concerned in the affair vary somewhat. 

E. Williams, who swore out the warrants 
at the instance of George T. Gaden, clerk 
in Mayor Butro's office, said: 

I was just about to pick up a paver when 
Harris ordered me to put it down.' I asked him 
why I should do that and he said he would 
soon show me if I didn't stop work. Then he 
pulled out a revolver and pointed it at me. 
The man who was with him )>olnted a revolver 
at tha other men and ordered them to stop 
work. I put the paver on the pile when Harris 
said if I didn't stop work he would shoot. Mr. 
Finney, our foreman, then ordered us to stop 
work till he could consult with the Mayor, so 
we all quit. 

In speaking of the matter Superintendent 
Harris said: 

Our company has given the Mayor every 
chance to come to some terms with us as to 
what he intended to do with that portion of 
California street where our tracks are, and over 
which he has a franchise. We are not antago- 
nistic to the new Cliff House road. 

Yesterday morning our representatives called 
upon tlie Mayor and requested him to come to 
some agreement about croesingour tracks or of 
running up California street. We could get no 
satlslaction then nor at any other meeting 
which we had about the same matter. It is well 
known that where the Sutro road people want 
to cross our tracks is our terminus and where 
our switches are. We, of course, wanted to 
know, if heavy cars were to cross our light 
tracks and roadbed, where we were to get off as 
regards expenses. After their tracks were once 



of any civil engineer they might select. They 
would not accept. 

The whole matter is that the octopus is fight- 
ing me, and I am surprised that the people- of 
the Interior are paying remarks because I 
don't subscribe to the valley railroad. Here 
I am fighting the octopus single-handed, and 
while f know that the valley road will do the 
State much good, my fight here is more for the 
benefit of the people of this city. I am willing 
to come to any proper understanding with 
these people, but the whole abject of the thing 
is to delay the building of the people's road to 
the ocean beach. That is the animus which is 
behind the affair of this morning. 

Superintendent von Frank of the Sutro 
road said that he thought the whole mat- 
ter was a "cold bluff" on the part of the 
California-street people, but it did not 
work. 

Up to late last evening the men were 
still engaged in cutting through the 
cement bed of the cable company's tracks, 
and making a way for the turn in the 
Sutro road. After Deputy Street Commis- 
sioner Fallon ordered the cars to remain 
either one side or the other of the crossing 
where the work was going on the laborers 
were able to work faster. 

Even at the best, though, it was difficult 
and slow work cutting through the hard 
concrete. As they proceeded they braced 
up the cable track with stout beams. It 
had been reported that the California-street 
Cable Company would make an effort last 
night to prevent the work from becoming 
completed, but there were no signs of such 
a demonstration last evening. 

Superintendent Harris was again em- 
phatic in his statemeiit thatthe California- 
street road would do nothing further in the 
matter. 

"It is not the policy of this road to be 
obstructionists, and we don't propose to 
be. What tve did this morning was under 
the advice ot our attorney, and I believe 
we were right. No; I do not think we will 
get out an injunction, to stop the work. 
We have done all we could to come to an 
amicable arrangement with Mr. Sutro, but 
he has not shown an inclination to treat 
with us in the same spirit." 

At the same time there are several heavy 
cars placed on the south side of their track, 
just above the turn, and when the Sutro 
men come to them in the course of track- 
laying there is liable to be another battle. 
The cars belong to the Market-street Rail- 
road Company, though, and just what 
will be done 'with them remains to he 
seen.

They Appear Before Superior 
Judge Hunton Argu- 
ment. 



Alfred Baldetta's Writ of Manda- 
mus Is Finally Sub- 
mitted. 



Judge Campbell, Alfred Baldetta and a 
writ of mandamus to compel a change of 
venue were all before Judge Hunt together 
yesterday afternoon, awaiting a decision. 
The case was taken under advisement, 
however, and the decision will be rendered 
in a few days. 

The case is one growing out of an elec- 
tion pledge to close the dives. Baldetta 
runs a dive. He was arrested on a -barge 
of selling liquor without a proper license, 
and he set forth the election pledge to sup- 
press the dives, which Judge Campbell 
indorsed, as a reason why his case should 
be tried "before some other Judge besides 
Judge Campbell. 

J. J. Coffey represented Judge Campbell, 
and the drift of his argument was that 
while against the race of dive-keepers his 
Honor of the police bench might have an 
intense prejudice, still, against this par- 
ticular defendant he felt no ill will what- 
ever, and he could therefore try him fairly 
and impartially. 

Alexander Campbell Jr., who spoke for 
Baldetta, the defendant, insisted that the 
law required that prejudice need only be 
alleged by a defendant to give cause for the 
transfer of a case from one court to an- 
other in the same county.* The Judge 
against whom the allegation of prejudice 
is made, he said, has no business to pass 
npon the allegation and say, it is un- 
founded. The honor of the bench de- 
mands, he said, that thecase be transferred, 
and so do several sections of the Penal 
Code; and in this condition he left his case 
to the court. A decision will be rendered 
in a few days.

Two meetings of the board of directors 
of the valley road were held yesterday, 
one in the morning and the other-fn the 
afternoon. At the former a delegation of 
citizens from Hanford were given a hear- 
ing. It consisted of S. E. Biddle, P. Mc- 
Rae, E. E. Manheim, J. W. Barlowe and 
D. R. Cameron. 

These gentlemen propose that the new 
line shall build from Fresno by way of 
Hanford to Bakerstield. and they came 
armed with maps and statistics, which 
were offered in evidence to show that the 
route suggested would be a desirable one. 
They said that Hanfora was prepared to 
guarantee to the company all the rights 
and privileges that could reasonably be 
expected. They proposed to give the right 
of way through Hanford and the adjoining 
territory and also the land necessary for 
depot and station purposes, besides pled;?- 
ing a substantial subscription to the capi- 
tal stock of the company. 

"There is nothing which we possess and 
which it is in our power to give you, gen- 
tlemen," said the chairman of the delega- 
tion in addressing the directors, "but that 
we will freely part with. If you will onlv 
give us some assurance that the road will 
come to our city we will engage to do our 
full share in support of the project." 

The directors promised the members of 
the committee that the claims of Hanford 
should receive thorough consideration. 
. In the afternoon little business of im- 
portance was transacted. The regular 
monthly accounts were passed upon and 
trivial contracts for material were signed 
by President Sprcckels. These consisted 
of 48,000 kegs of spikes, for Which Miller, 
Sloss <t Scott were the successful bidders ; 
15,000 track bolts and huts, which will be 
supplied by the Dunham, Carrigan & 
Havden Company, and 75,000 angle plates, 
which John F. Merrill will furnish. 

On Thursday at i r. M. a 'meeting of the 
promoters' committee will be held, and on 
Friday at the same hour a general meeting 
of the stockholders will convene in the 
Chamber of Commerce for the purpose of 
electing the board of trustees. The fol- 
lowing notice will be mailed to-day to all 
members:

dent Spreckels for some little time yester- 
day afternoon. The former gentleman 
said afterward that the. people of Stockton 
would have everything in readiness to. ful- 
fill their promises to the directors of the 
road inside of a couple or three days. . 

The coming of a party of the head officials 
of the Santa Fe road, to this city to-day 
has been looked upon by some people as a 
matter of some significance in connection 
with the valley road prospect. Mr. Spreck- 
els and his associates, however, disclaim 
any knowledge of the object of the visitors 
in coming here, and there appears to be 
nothing more in. the trip than a mere pleas- 
ure jaunt, so far as its extension to this 
city is concerned. 

The Santa Fc is now in the hands of re-, 
ceivers, and even if they were strongly in 
favor of acting in conjunction with the 
valley road people they would find them- 
selves hampered by legal obstacles. 

LEASE OF CHINA BASIN. 

Governor Budd Comes to Town and Makes His 
Arrangements. 

Governor Budd came to town yesterday, 
and in political circles his visit was the. 
event of the day. 1 ■ 

Contrary to the expectations of the many, 
he would make no promises regarding ap- 
pointments, and their only consolation 
was poor, indeed, as the Governor an- 
nounced to all that patronage would not 
be considered by him for at least another 
month. By that time he hopes to have 
the numerous important questions off his 
hands. • 

But the particular significance of his trip 
this time to San Francisco is a matter of 
deep interest not alone to the city but to 
the whole State. He came to arrange pre- 
liminaries for the lease of China Basin to 
the San Francisco and San Joaquin Valley 
Railroads, and to go over the ground as 
well as to look into the various details. 
After thus making himself familiar with 
the situation he will return, to Sacramento 
for a few days. 

There will be a very important meeting 
in this city on Saturday— important be- 
cause at that session China Basin will be 
leased by the State to the new railroad 
company" for terminal facilities. Governor 
Budd will be present, and so will Mayor 
Sutro, and the Board of State Harbor Com- 
missioners, and it is to fall to their lot to 
make the transfer. 

"I came down here," said the Governor 
last night, "to talk with the Harbor Com- 
missioners about the lease of China Basin 
to the valley road. No, we did not reach 
any conclusion, only I wanted to get thor- 
oughly acquainted" with the situation. 
There is really nothing new to speak about 
in regard to the matter, but the terminal 
site will be leased next Saturday. You've 
had all the particulars in the Cali,. My 
position in the premises is well known. 

"I shall return to Sacramento to-mor- 
row, and come down here again Saturday, 
when China Basin is to be leased. 

"I have done nothing regarding appoint- 
ments. The Board of Health won't be 
appointed for thirty days, and I can not say 
when a change will be made in the warden 
of San Qucntin prison." 

Ex-Senator Patrick Reddy spent an hour 
with the Governor at the California Hotel 
last evening, and those in the lobby 
nodded and said: "I told you so ; he is to 
be the next warden of San Quentin." 

Harbor Commissioner Colnon was the 
Governor's companion and the closest man 
to him in town during the evening which 
they spent together.

W. H. Cornwell, Hawaiian Roy- 
alist, Will Claim Amer- 
ican Rights. 



D. O. Camarlnos Goes to Represent 
His Exiled Brother In 
Honolulu. 



Among the passengers who sailed on the 
st eamer. Australia for Honolulu yesterday 
morning were. W.. H. Cornwell, the well- 
known royalist of Hawaii, and D. G. Cam- 
arinos of this city. Mr. Comwell may by 
this time be said to be a San Franciscan, 
arid to all Intents and purposes an Ariieri- 
can citizen, he having made his domicile in 
the United States previous to the estab- 
lishment, of the republic in Hawaii. Be- 
sides, he is a native of New York State and 
is decidedly American in his ways, views 
and ideas. 

Bnt Mr. Cornwell was once Minister of 
Finance under the monarchy, and ever 
since the. overthrow of Queen Liliuokalani 
he has openly asserted that any sort of 
government, limited or unlimited mon- 
archy, would be better for Hawaii than the 
present oligarchy presided over by Sanford 
B. Dole. 

Therefore the present Government, of 
Hawaii loves not Mr. Corn well, and for the 
lack of this love. Mr. Dole and his col- 
leagues some time ago' set up an accusa- 
tion against Mr. Cornwell, .-charging him 
with having aided in sending firearms to 
Hawaii prior to the attempted insurrection 
of Januarv 6. 

"It is impossible for me to longer remain 
away from my business affairs," said Mr. 
Cornwell before he went on board the Aus- 
tralia. "I shall attempt to land as ah 
American citizen in Honolulu. If the pres- 
ent Government opposes my landing or 
places me under- arrest I shall appeal to 
the United States Government for protec- 
tion. I have never sworn allegiance to the 
Hawaiian republic." 

The law in Mr- Cornwell's case, when 
digested, amounts to this: Whether he 
did or did not make oath of allegiance to 
the monarchy of Hawaii niakes no differ- 
ence whatever. The office he held and the 
emoluments thereto attached made him a 
citizen of Hawaii in fact. But he came to 
the United States, the land of his birth, be- 
fore the republic was established or recog- 
nized by this Government. The kingdom 
to which he owed alleeiance was no more. 
He established his' domicile in the United 
States. He did aot make oath of allegiance 
to the republic. Under such circumstances 
international law says that a person may 
elect allegiance to any Government he 
may choose. 

Inasmuch as he has established, or re- 
established, his domicile in the United 
States, Mr. Cornwell is entitled to protec- 
tion under the American Hag.' The repub- 
lic of Hawaii, to which he has never sworn 
allegiance, has no claim on him for the 
purpose of visiting the penalties of trea- 
son on his person or property. 

D. G. Camarinos is not an exile from 
Hawaii, but he • is now an exile from the 
"Sparta," corner of Sansome and Wash- 
ington streets. He has not sailed to Hon- 
olulu for his health, but for his brother, 
Peter G. Camarinos, who recently arrived 
here as a refugee. 

"I'm not going to Hawaii to fight or fili- 
buster," said Mr. -Camarinos just before 
he sailed, "but to look out for my brother's 
extensive business interests, his fruit or- 
chards, his pineapple crop and his store." 

An Abandoned Baby. 
A male infant one day old was found in a 
vacant lot on Webster street and Hickory ave- 
nue yesterday afternoon by Robert Beamish of 
512 Oak street. Beamish had his horse tlea to 
the fence and noticed a bundle in the gra<s. 
He examined the bundle and discovered the 
baby. It was scantily clad and had an old 
shawl wrapped round it. Beamish notified 
Policeman Dugan, who took the waif to the
